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Recently in Oslo, I tried to explain 
the voucher system to some enquir- 
ing Norwegian educationists, r was 
at a disadvantage, because I was not 
then, and am not now, entirely cer- 
tain how it would operate, in what- 
ever form it finally took. But I gave 
them the gist. I said it was designed 
to enable parents to exercise a 
choice of schools to which to send 


their children, and especially to en- 
able more of' them- to choose to send 
their, children to independent 
schools than could at present afford 
to do so. 

I was bound to add that speculat- 
ing about the voucher system and its 
consequences had become a fashion- 
able sport in the British press, and 
[hat in any case the whole thing was 
intended to be experimental (though 
why experiments on human subjects

As for the independent sector, 
though I am personally not hostile 
to it, I would not like to see a 
succession of fly-by-night, cut-price 
private schools setting themselves up 
in suburban houses, in order to 
satisfy a new market demand for 
“better", but still cheap, schools, to

P rofessor Sir Peter Swinnerton-Dyer’s 
appointment to be chairman of the Uni- 
versity Grants Committee is likely to be 
well received by the universities. It was 
known that at least one eminent vice-chancel- 
lor, Mr Maurice Shock of Leicester, had 
turned the job down; who, it might weJl be ' 
asked, would choose to be ground between 
the upper and the nether grindstone at Park 
Crescent, with Sir Keith Joseph above and the 
angry and disillusioned universities below, 
when he could be quietly getting on with the 
job of being vice-chancellor of a successful 
provincial university? Not Sir Edward Parkes, 
the present chairman, who has turned down a 
second term and is off to Leeds. 

In wishing Sir Peter well as he moves into 
the hat- seat, the academic world will be 
heaving a sigh of relief that Sir Keith has not 
called in Mr Ian MacGregor or some other 
equally unsuitable outsider who might happen 
to be politically congenial to himself.

Nor is the new chairman a traditionalist on 
a wider front. Never afraid to think an un- 
popular thought - and voice it publicly - he.

It was this radical streak that proved so 
intellectually attractive to the Education 
Secretary and overcame his initial reluctance 
to offer the job to a prominent member of the 
SDP. (Sir Peter, who is on the party's list of 
potential candidates, has already made it clear 
he will now withdraw from active politics.) 

So it would be comfortable but wrong to

National Union of Teachers middle 
schools advisory committee, said he 
believed there was strong evidence 
that middle schools were particularly 
appropriate for the 1980s. Children 
were maturing earlier and a middle 
school could offer them a mixture of 
specialist teaching plus good primary 
practice. 

“We are suspicious that the HMI 
have marvellous evidence which can 
be used for saving middle school 
systems. But if they have a damning 
indictment it is high time they went 
public on the matter. 

And Professor Alan Blyth, pro- 
fessor of education at Liverpool 


University, said this week: “These 
schools were introduced after careful- 
ly thought-out educational evidence 
had been considered. Now they are 
being abolished without any such 
evidence being produced.” 

As a result of falling pupil num- 
bers it was commonplace to consider 
the future of primary and secondary 
schools on an individual basis, with 
some consideration of their merit.

But where there were middle 
schools the practice seemed to be 
wholesale aboliton of the entire sys- 
tem without considering individual 
schools. 

A spokesman at the Department 
of Education confirmed that a sur- 
vey of middle schools was undertaken 
from autumn 1979 and completed by 
summer 1980. But there was still no 
publication date. 

It is understood that several drafts 
have been written summarizing the 
evidence on 9-13 schools and, 
separately, on 8-12 schools. But no 
final draft has yet been approved by 
Miss Sheila Browne, the senior chief 
Inspector. 

The 79 Stoke-on-Trent schools 
will disappear from next September 
either by closure or by amalgama- 
tion with existing first schools. Some 
29 schools will close outright and 16 
school buildings will be taken out of 
education use. 

No secondary schools will close 
but instead will gain an extra year’s 
intake tranforming them from half- 


full 12-16 schools to partly-full 11- 
16s. 

The National Union of Teachers 
which has a strong membership in 
the middle schools, fought hard the 
past two years to retain the middle 
school system but its alternative 
proposal to close some schools in 
each sector was scuppered by teachers 
in the secondary sector. 

Much of the initial bitterness over 
the closures is said to have been 
dissipated by a highly successfully 
consultation procedure over staffing 
of the newly-created schools, insti- 
gated by the NUT. Observers from 
epch teacher union were allowed to 
sit in all interviews including the 
confidential parts and more than 
2,000 staff have already been 
offered new jobs on a provisional 
basis. 

Only 80 teachers are still un- 
placed. “There will be no compul- 
sory redundancy ,"' said Mr Alan

Talks go on 
despite union

West Indians 
fall behind 

by Diane Spencer 

West Indian children lag behind 
white and Asian children from pre- 
school age to the end of their school 
careers. And the gap in achievement 
widens with the years spent in 
school. 

These are the stark conclusions of 
a study of more than 1,000 children 
in a Warwickshire town carried out 
by an American team of researchers 
in 1981. 

The Tesulls of the study, pub- 
lished in the British Journal of De- 
velopmental Psychology, showed 
that: 

• By the age of 10, West Indian 
children are nearly a year behind 
white working-class children in read- 
ing and more than two years behind 
white middle-class children, 

• Between (he ages of eight and 12, 

on average a West Indian child’s IQ 
score declined by 4.6 while an Indi- 
an child's increased by 4.4, > 1 

• Only 2 per cent of West Indians 
tot into the “grammar’’ streams of 
local secondary schools compared 
with 75 per cent of white middle- 
class children. 

The study, carried out at the re- 
quest of the local community rela- 
tions council and funded by War- 
wickshire County Council, was 
headed by Sandra Scan, professor 
of psychology at Yale University. 

Professor Scare offered no ex- 
planation for the difference in 
achievement between the various 
ethnic groups. Originally the team 
intended to try and diagnose the 
problem, but an education official 
from Warwickshire said this week 
(hat there was no money for further 
research.

Power is a funny thing. It has a 
marked tendency to come to pieces 
in one’s hands. An illustration of 
this emerges in the running attempt 
of the House of Commons Select 
Committee on Education to draw 
from Sir Keith Joseph, the Educa- 
tion Secretary, the extent to which 
Government-inspired cuts in edu- 
cational expenditure are threatening 
the capacity of local education au- 
thorities to fulfil ■ their statutory 
duties. 

What initially caught the MPs' 
attention (and the headlines) was 
Her Majesty's Inspectorate’s judg- 
ment last year that four particular 
authorities were giving cause for 
concern and the admirable stub- 
bornness of Miss Sheila Browne, the 
Senior Chief Inspector, in refusing 
to break her word that the inquiry 
was confidential and say which they 
were. The MPs found (his behaviour 
puzzling and frustrating. 

The story has other lessons, 
however, among the most interest- 
ing of which is the paradox that 
those who seek greater power and 
control end up by losing it. The 
point can be very briefly stated. 

Under the 1944 Education Act, 
the bodies responsible for providing 
education are the local education 
authorities. The overall duty of the 
Secretary of State, "to promote the 
education of the people of England 
and Wales", is met by his securing 
“the effective execution by local au- 
thorities under his control and direc- 
tion of the national policy for pro- 
viding a varied and comprehensive 
educational service in every area”. 
The ways that lie exercises this con- 


trol and direction are spelled out in 
later sections of the Act. One of 
these is Section 99, which says that if 
the Secretary of State is satisfied 
that local education authorities (or 
any school governors, come to that) 
have failed to discharge any duty 
imposed on them by the Act, he 
may declare them in default and 
give them directions, enforceable by 
mandamus. 

This was the power that MPs 
were concerned about. They had 
been led to believe, by an inspec- 
tor’s report, that there were four 
local authorities which were in dsn- 

S er of failing in their statutory 
uties because their spending on 
education was insufficient. Now one 
would have expected that if there 
were such a danger, the Secretary of

would concentrate on their specialist 
areas increasingly from the age of 
13. Their curriculum would be coor- 


dinated by an academic board. 

Pupils could then go on to a new 
"polytechnic sixth-form”, expected 
to have about 350 students, which 
would continue with the specialist 
areas of technology and would be 
heavily influenced by Plymouth 
Polytechnic. They could also go on 
to the sixth-form of the neighbour- 
ing Devonport High School or Ply- 
mouth funner education college. 

The £3m plan is the latest in a 
series of reorganization proposals 
for Plymouth. An earlier scheme for 
an "express college" for the top 2\A 
per cent of the ability range was 
defeated by heavy parent and 
teacher opposition although other 
parts of that reorganization plan are 
already being implemented. 

If this plan is approved, it will 
mean the end of secondary modem 
schools throughout Plymouth. It is 
by no means certain it will find 
favour with Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretary, and his offi- 
cials but Devon councillors were 
hopeful this week it would strike a 
welcome chord at the time of the 
New Technical and Vocational In- 
itiative. 


Campus concern over penalties 


Prospects for would-be university 
students grew dimmer this week 
with the news that the University 
Grants Committee had penalized 
.seven universities for admitting too 
many students last autumn. 

Hull, Dundee, Heriot-Watt, 
Swansea, Cardiff, Keele and Essex 
have been fined a total of £250,000 
because the committee claims they 
are failing to cut numbers quickly 
enough to reach the set targets by 
1983 or 1984. The grant reductions 
described by the UGC as “nomin- 
al”, are meant to persuade universi- 
ties that the targets are to be taken 
seriously. 


The universities concerned were 
smarting under the indignity of their 
treatment this week. Some, such as 
Heriot-Watt and Swansea, overshot 
their planned intake because too 
many candidates who have not yet 
got a conditional offer face very 
steep demands. 

Keele, fined £20,000, disputes the 
UGC’s judgment that it is off course 
for its 1984-85 target. Dr David 
Harrison, vice-chancellor, stressed 
that the UGC had never set any 
targets for last year's intake. 
According to Keele’s own calcula- 
tions, which allowed for its compli- 
cated mix of three and four year 


courses, last year’s intake of just 
over 700 kept the university on 
course. . . 

"The UGC don’t tell us why 
we've transgressed, what the target 
was or how they calculated foe 
amount to be deducted”, Dr Harri- 
son said. He intends writing to Sir 
Edward Parkes, the committee's 
chairman, to complain. 

Bradford and Salford, two of the 
worst hit universities in the current 
round of cuts, have been told they 
are not to lose any more money as a 
result of their level of admissions 
last year.

Staff of a Nottinghamshire school that 
changed from secondary modern to 
comprehensive in 1973 are praised by 
HMI for their hard work in building 
up a sixth-form. 

A report on Matthew Holland 
school in Selston. an area of small 
and isolated communities, concludes 
that it has made a “reasonable, if 
modest, start to providing a coherent

St George’s, the Suffolk independent 
school accused of operating a brutal 
regime and “reigns of terror”, is a 
generally happy place where boys are 
well cared for, HM Inspectors re- 
ported this week. 

HMI were ordered to look at the 
Suffolk school by Sir Keith Joseph, 
the Education Secretary, last 
September after BBC Radio 4’s 
Checkpoint programme featured for- 
I mer staff and pupils making sensa- 
tional allegations about iis use of 
. corporal punishment. 

This week Sir Keith told MPs that 
the school had been given a clean 
bjll of health by the inspectors and 
his officials who had conducted a 
separate investigation of the allega- 
hons. No further action was planned. 

the HMI report “indicates a 
number of weaknesses in the school 
resulting in part from its rapid 
growth in recent years,” said Sir 
i Keith. 

“However, overall standards of 
I provision were found to be reason- 
ably satisfactory and a recent over- 
haul of the school's organization and 
policy holds out the prospect of 
further improvement. The points of 
. weakness have been drawn to the 
attention of the school. 

“During the Department's com- 
plementary inquiries no evidence was 
prodded by those who made the 
original allegations or by others to 
substantiate the few specific incidents 
alleged which were directly denied 
by the headmaster. 

“Against this background, I have 
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concluded that there is no basis for 
considering any formal action against 
the school," Sir Keith said. 

HMI comment on the school’s use 
of corporal punishment, pointing out 
that in the first 10 weeks of the 
autumn term, there were 40 recorded 
boys being slippere d, 

Mr Derek Slade, headmaster of St 
George’s and the central figure In the 
allegations about the school, has res- 
igned.

The report, which describes the 
outcome of a pilot scheme involv- 
ing 25 schools, gives scant support 
to the notion that it is feasible to 
draw up a set of model profiles and 
introduce them readily into schools. 

“It was quickly established that 
no single, or indeed no range of 
approaches, was acceptable to even 
the small groups of teachers met on 
initial visits to schools.

Daphne Holloway, a member of 
the union's executive, said she bad 
never come across “the dominance 
and assertiveness of men”.

Yet the conference was adamant 
that it t wanted greatly improved 
paternity and maternity rights, and 
quickly threw out an amendment from 
the executive suggesting a continua- 
tion of the current cautious line.

very positive measures to help women 
play a full part in the union, including 


publicity leaflets, equal opportunities 
working groups, and childcare facili- 
ties. 

This latter suggestion worried John 
Anderson, from Birmingham. Birm- 
ingham provided a crecne for every 
general meeting, he said, but if they 
had to do this for every other meeting 
as well it could mean up to 15 a week . 
Mary Shannon, from Inner London, 
corrected his misapprehension. 
Appropriate childcare could mean a 
ranee of things, she pointed out, in- 
cluding organizing baby-sitters. 

Op questions of salaries, condi- 
tions and promition, there was also 
wide agreement. “Is one of the 
reasons we have not moved more 
quickly on fixed-term contracts be- 
cause most of the people involved are 
women?” asked an inner London de- 
legate. “Is it just coincidence that 
there are fewer posts above Scale I in 
primary schools than in secondary 
schools?” 

In fact anyone who doubted that 
men and women had very different 


experiences of their union and pro- 
fession had only to sit through the 
business of the day. Many of the * 
women delegates were quite new to 
formal con ference proceedings, and 
a number had problems with the 
mike. 

"I can’t help feeling," said a petite 
London delegate drily, as burly Jack 
Chambers leapt forward yet again to 
lower her mike, “that some of the im- 
ages that we are getting, at this confer- 
ence are not particularly helpful." 

Then there was the very telling slip 
from Jim Ferguson, from Liverpool. 
“Negotiating 1 victories come from 
strength," he declaimed. And where 
would that strength be if the union, 
concentrated on only “a fraction” of 
the membership? Howls from the au- 
dience, who knew, if nothing else, that 
they were in the majority. 

His error was taken in good part, 
but the occasional heavy-handed 
admonition and intervention later in 
the proceedings did little to bolster 
delegates* faith in their union mas- 
ters. 

At the end of the day it was a be* 
suited moderate, not a be-trousered 
radical, who stood up and condemned 
the behaviour of "some of the men 
here today, and I'm sorry to say men 
on the executive".

ago with the brief of expanding it 
and transforming its dusty cur- 
riculum. 

The idea came to him one au- 
tumn afternoon while tramping 
across Kinder Scout with a group of 
pupils and physical education staff. 

In return for more time for such 
adventures, would the burly moun- 
taineers be prepared to work with 
the sensitive souls in the social * 
education unit?

The task of putting all this into 
practice fell to Mrs Audrey Ack- 
royd, an assistant head teacher.

society at large. 

“Many have also felt that the 
whole concept of careers education 
mid education for life in which paid 
work was taken ns the norm was 
being challenged hy the economic 
realities. ” 

So the building blocks for Day 5 
were identified: the 70 minutes 
npicce that the school already allo- 
cated for physical education, re- 
ligious education, social education 
and careers. Strung together they 
amounted to a day’s teaching and 
out of them grew the nine day and 
haif-dny options that Brook has laid 
on this year - outdoor pursuits, 
Dronfield sports centre, individuals 
and culture, social education, re- 
ligious awareness, journalism, nr^and 


and community placement. 

It all kicked off last September. A 
nine-week taster course in which ev- 
ery youngster tried all of the avail- 
able options was set up to overcome 
preconceived likes and dislikes - 
evidently with some success.

Survey highlights design failings 

DES architects 

favour larger 
middle schools

Middle schools of 420 pupils or more 
are likely to offer children more, and 
to be easier to plan and organize, than 
smaller ones. The larger numbers 
make possible more teacher special- 
isms, and ensure there are enough 1 
pupils to make full use of specialist 
Facilities. 

This emerges from a study of 18 
middle schools catering for pupils up 
to the age. of 12 earned out by the 
Architects and Building group of the 
Department of Education and Sci- 
ence. 


the schools had changing rooms and 
showers. Nine schools bad a suitable 
science space for 12 to 20 pupils, and 
two had no specific science provision 
at ail. 

Ten schools had some specialist 
provision for art and craft. In eight, art 
and craft had to happen in class bases 
>in the traditional primary way, and 
two of them made no specific provi- 
sion for the subject. 

Three schools had a suitable space 
for half a class to do home economics, 
and four others offered facilities for 
'groups of six to 12. The other 11 
schools had only token facilities for 
cooking. In some schools younger 
children had less access than in normal 
primaries to specialist facilities be- 
cause of space, organizational and 
timetabling problems. 


Facilities went unused for much of 
the time in some schools because they 
were too specialized or teachers consi- 
dered them too dangerous for children 
to use unsupervisea. 

One priority demand in the schools 
was for a special soundproofed room 
for music that could also be used for 
television, small-scale drama, and 
sometimes for French. Space foT re- 1 
medial and small group work was also 
necessary. 

The Architects and Building branch 
team recommend that these should 
feature in designs for 8 to 12 middle 
schools. Showers and some privacy for 
older pupils changing for PE were also 


older pupils changing for PE were also 
essential, as was a special space for 
noisy craft lessons, possibly linked to 
an area for light craft and cooking. 

They recommend every pupil 
should have at least 1.8 square metres 
of general space for class or home base 
teaching. Under the 1981 school 
building regulations, this would leave 
147 square metres for special spaces. 
The group conclude that “the smaller 
the school, the greater the ingenuity 
required by the designer”.

Swltched-on, plugged in 
youngsters may be 
damaging their eyesight 
and hearing, according 
to a recent study.

Teachers arc becoming increasingly 
concerned about the deteriorating 
health of Japanese primary and low- 
er secondary schoolchildren, espe- 
cially the rising incidence of myopia 
and hearing difficulties, according to 
reports presented at the recent 
annual study meeting of the influen- 
tial left-wing Japan Teachers' Un- 
ion (Nikkyoso). 

Delegates blamed the trend on a 
lack of sleep, excessive television 
viewing and the widespread use nf 
headphones for listening to music. 
Tests in two primnry schools showed 
that 54 per cent and 62 per cent 
respectively of pupils with hearing 
problems are habitual headphone 
users. 

Other tests carried out witii a ten- 
sion monitoring machine nt a prim- 
ary school indicated that in contrast 
to the generally accepted theory that 
the mind is at its most alert one to 
two hours after waking, pupils' con- 
centration is low when they arrive at 
school, drops to the lowest point at 
about middny and rises when it is 
time to go home. The pupils in- 
volved wutch television an average 
of two hours n day, it was claimed. 

Insufficient sleep, attributed to 
the heavy homework load as well as 
entertainment, was highlighted in a 
survey report issued last summer by 
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A survey stated (hat 60 per cent of school children do not sleep enough. 


the Japan School Health Associa- 
tion. It stated that 60 per eent of 
schoolchildren do not sleep enough. 

Other issues raised ut the Nik- 
kyosu meeting included the n I arming 
rise to one in seven of upper secon- 
dary pupils wanting to drop out be- 
cause school life is “empty and 
meaningless” and the unpopularity 
of social studies at all levels of 
secondary education. A survey con- 
ducted in one schuol showed that 
social studies headed the list of dis- 
liked subjects for 82 per cent of 
pupils, followed by science, English 
and ninths, in that order. 

The main reason cited for social 
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studies' low ranking was that instead 
of stimulating interest in society, it 
is regarded as a vast and complex 
subject to be learned by role for 
higncT education entrance exams. 
The children were quoted as saying 
it was boring and that they were not 
interested in history. 

The meeting, held in Morioka in 
the northern Honshu prefecture of 
lwatc, was accompanied by the 
usual disruption attempts by right- 
wing political groups.

PT specialists aspire to be fully 
incorporated into tne stale schools 
and treated as "serious" teachers as 
their music and art colleages have 
been after lengthy battles. Only two 
training schools in Madrid and Bar- 
celona offer a minimum three-year 
diploma course or a five-year degree 
equivalent. If their demands are rec- 
ognized these specialists should have 
easy access to jobs, and current esti- 
mates say nearly 20,000 are needed 
to cover the subject adequately. 
Budget limitations, however, make 
this seem unlikely, and programmes 
to train general primary school 
teachers in physical education are to 
be boosted.

Sharp practice 

Sir - Concerning the article on CSE 
coursework <! doctoring" (TES, 
February 25). readers might like to 
know that when I was an assistant 
eiaminer for the East Anglian CSE 
Board in 1976, for typewriting, I 
noticed that one or two schools 
were submitting mark and attend- 
ance sheets that showed that each 
candidate had been allocated full 
marks for each of the 10 special 
pieces. of coursework. 

Although the typewriting course-' 
work maximum was only 10 per cent 
of the total examination marks, I 
wrote to the chief examiner to say 
that I t was suspicious. The reply was 
that it. was common practice for 
idiools to give 10 out ot 10 For each 
piece of special work, and that there 
was nothing the Board could do to 
prevent teachers setting and reset- 
ting these tasks until even the worst 
candidate could get full marks. I 
was, in roundabout terms, told to 
mind my own business and accept' 
the discrepancy. I did not accept 


adult - a laudable aim and one 
leading to intensive resource use, 
but not wholeheartedly in the in- 
terest of the prime users. 

I do not know about Leicester- 
shire's place in the East Midlands 
league of exam results, but national- 
ly that league standing is not high, 
and in any case needs scrutiny to 
distinguish results in Leicester City, 
where county ideals are only now 
beginning to break up an ll-to-18 
pattern.

Council s English language classes in 
Hugh David s article on the BBC’s 
English language courses (TES, 
February 11) could be misleading if 
it gave readers the impression that 
the net cost of running such in coun- 
cil centres was £13 million.

Of this num- 
ber about 160,000 are studying in 40 
British Council centres in 29 coun- 
tries, the costs of which arc just 
about covered by the collection of 
fees. 

..The difference between the coun- 
cil s highly-targeted direct English 
teaching operations and reaching 
mass audiences through BBC radio 
and television programmes is ob- 
vious. Taken together, however, 
they represent a powerful influence 
for this country overseas and add up 
to a very considerable business.

I undcr- 
stand that David Young, chairman 
of the MSC, was only too pleased to 
take the offensive and demonstrate 
that his brand back was quite cap- 
able of brooking the academic flak 
from outraged local authorities and 
educationists piqued by such a 
cavalier intrusion into the sacred 
arena of the school curriculum. 

The future prosperity and wealth 
ot this country is, however, the key 
consideration in this matter, and this 
fundamental fact must take prece- 


dence over the apparently hurt pride 
of certain parochial parties. It seems 
to me that all aspects of the educa- 
tion system - whatever the stage or 
level - should and must lake 
account of the economic and indust- 
rial realities of the society we live 
in. Within the harsh context of res- 
tricted resources and the absolute 
need to nchieve a cost-effective eco- 
nomy, I see no place for education 
merely for its own sake. Educational 
"purists” who parade the liberal 
education banner in our schools are 
naively misguided. In the market- 
place of world competition such 
vague thinking is a luxury we cnniiui 
afford. Education which casually 
overlooks the future functional 
needs of society not only comprom- 
ises the full potential of pupils hut 
undermines ultimate economic 
growth by fniling to promote the 
positive attitudes and technicnl/voca- 
tional skills which can so readily be 
acquired during adolescence. 

A purposeful and technically- 
targeted programme is the very 
mainspring of the MSC push into 
secondary education. The pilot pro- 
jects selected (anti scheduled to star! 
this September) will represent a 


variety of approaches to the provi- 
sion of full-time, integrated general, 
technical and vocational studies 
which aie adapted lo the varying 
abilities and interests of voting peo- 
ple aged !1 to IS yeais. "Vne.ii imi.il 
education’’ is to be seen as educa- 
tion in which the pupits/Mudcnis are 
trained to acquire generic or specific 
skills with a view to employment. 
These projects will eater for pupils 
right across the ability range and 
courses will lead to nationally recog- 
nized qualifications. 

I suggest that schools have hail 
adequate time and opportunity to 
implement a prog] amine along these 
lines Init they have failed to deliver 
because of their built-in context of 
“operational" complacency (ie a 
captive audience and guaranteed 
funding).

And' 
almost at once the schools point nut that the 
I oblem is really a shortcoming of teacher 
education and can only be solved by changing 
training courses. 

There are no prizes for identifying the cur- 
rent focus of concern - multicultural educa- 
tion The alienation oF black youths, their 
disadvantage in the labour market, the inci- 
dence of racial disturbance, all these have 
alerted public opinion. The need for a more 
effective multicultural education is certainly 
real enough. Swnnn/Ranipton and a host of 
other reports have shown that many children 
of minority ethnic groups achieve less than do 
majority group children in classroom activi- 
ties, in exam results and in career opportuni- 
ties! And in the “all white schools” there is, 
often almost no consideration of our multi- 
cultural society. 

Yet it is on teacher education that, once 
again, most of the pressure for change is 
being applied. In 1981 the Ramptnn commit- 
tee reported that “the evidence Hint we have 
received from all sources, including schools 
and teachers, l.e.a.s, students and parents, 
presents an overwhelming picture of the fail- 
ure of teacher training institutions to prepare 
teachers for their role in an a multiracial 
society". 

A few months later the report of the House 
of Commons Home Affairs Committee joined 
in: "It is no longer acceptable to wait for the 
complex administrative structure of teacher train- 
ing to come to terms in its own good time 
with the challenge presented by the multira- 
cial classroom", (para 138). Later in I98J , the 
DES-fundcd study at Kccle showed that even 
at the in-service level, preparation for multi- 
cultural teaching was spasmodic and not al- 
ways even relevant. 

The teacher training institutions had 
already been stricturcd for their inadequacies 
by the Green Paper of 1977 and again by a 
Commission for Rncial Equality study of ini- 
tial training done in 1978 in which they had 
been demonstrated to be uninterested and in- 
effective in this area. By 1981 most were 
ready to concede their inadequacies and try 
harder.

And among these 
successful teachers are a good number of 
black teachers. Alas, blacks are still only 
slightly represented on the staffs of many 
training institutions, they appear even less 
often on their governing bodies and profes- 
sional committees. 

Many successful teachers are greatly helped 
by the good relationships they have achieved 
with black parents and black community orga- 
nizations. One of the recurring characteristics 
of both is their demand for sound and effec- 
tive leaching of their children and their dis- 
trust of “multicultural ideologies" or any kind 
of teacher behaviour that may emphasize dif- 
ferentiation and discrimination. Indeed some- 
times these are suspected to be a cover for 
racist attitudes. 

Some of the more enlightened teacher 
training institutions are now coming to see 
very clearly that it is only when teachers have 
had the opportunity to experience success 
with black children are they likely to be ready 
to respond fully to the aspects of their courses 
that are designed to remove such impediments 
to multicultural teaching as the use of racist 
books, the assumptions of racial inferiority 
and the deficiencies of cultural understanding. 

The moral for teacher trainers seems clear; 
to avoid premature emphases oil difficulty, 
differentiation and disadvantage especially 
when they are presented in a theoretical way 
that seems unrelated to the classroom. 

Rather the emphasis should he on success- 
ful cxpricncc of teaching in the multicultural 
classroom, reinforced by examples of success- 
ful teaching and the lessons to be learned 
from the community. In this way teachers will 
not only be strengthened in their enthusiasm 
for effective work in multicultural situations 
but also diminished in any potential develop- 
ment of racist attitudes. They will be more 
ready to take an effective role as teachers of 
our future multicultural society. 

They may also become more able to tackle 
the most difficult task of all, to further the 
understanding of our multicultural society in 
the majority of schools that are still mono- 
ethnic and mono-cultural.

but mostly 15 and 16-year-olds, there to learn 
basic skills to pass on as primary school 
teachers throughout the country. 

David Freeman's role was to help organize 
the curriculum and teach elementary maths. 
He arrived to find 32 classes and 16 teachers. 
“The kids didn't always have the right books, 
and classes were iaTgc - up to 45 children," 
he recalled. 

By the time he left the teaching staff had 
grown to 40 and visual aids were beginning to 
make an impact. He felt he had achieved 
something. "The students were very keen and 
well-motivated. They knew they were pri- 
vileged to be there. There were no discipline 
problems," he said. 

And of course while David Freeman was 
putting something in, he was also getting 
plenty out of the experience. He went fishing 
and joined in traditional Muslim festivals. He 
soaked up the local culture. 

“It wasn't just the spectacular that was 
interesting. Every day was an adventure,” he 
said. “Everything is so different. What is 
ordinary and commonplace to a Nigerian is 
new and fascinating to an outsider." 

VSO’s administrators are at pains to point 
out that working abroad is very far from 
being a holiday. “We try to knock that out of 
them at the outset. Before they even get there 
volunteers realize that it’s not going to be a 
dawdle,’’ said Jane McNally. 

Volunteers aren't paid - they receive a 
monthly allowance for living expenses of about 
£80, paid by the host country. 
VSO may smack of being one of the last 
vestiges of colonialism, but there isn’t much 
opportunity for pink gins on the verandah. 

Only about 2 per cent fail to meet the 
commitment, and nbout one volunteer in nine 
decides to stay on for a third year. Including, 
incidentally, Our Man in Kiribati, Roger Pre- 
ston, a teacher from Dorset. He so took to 
the delights of Tarawa Teachers' College that 
he has already been there for two-and-a-half 
years.

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I ii has long been known (hut social class and ? 
parents attitudes to education have a 
significant effect on academic perform- 
ance. Hut when Jenny Hcwison begun her 
research in the mid-seventies she soon found 
indications (hat the single most important influ- 
ence oF the home on the achievement of working' 
class children seemed in be how often their 
parents heard them read. 

So she decided to find out what would 
happen if teachers encouraged all the parents 
of children in their classes to hear them 
reading regularly. She chose six schools in 
disadvantaged working class areas in Haringey 
for a research project which was supervised 
, by the late Jack Ti/nrd. 

From 1976 to 1978, the parents of two top 
infant classes at two schools regularly heard 
their children read the books sent home by ■ 
the class teacher. For comparison, two of the I 
other four schools got extra reading tuition 
four and n half days n week in small groups 
from nn experienced teacher. And in the 
(other two schools, no experimental changes I 
were made at all. Children from the middle I 
infant to the second year junior classes were I 
tested every year from 1975 to 1979 so before L 
and after reading scores were available. In the' 1 
two schools where parents were encouraged I 
to hear their children read, Jenny Hcwison I 
and another researcher, Bob Schofield, ex- 
plained the scheme to parents, visited them in* I 
their homes and interviewed them for their I 
reactions. 

The results were a startling improvement by I 
children of all ability levels when they re- 
ceived help at home: there was no compara- 
tive improvement by the children who re- 1 
ccived extra help at school. But an even more 
significant fnctor emerged. In both schools m 
chosen for parcntnl involvement, the second P 
Scn UJ,l0 f? ,md scorctl consistently badly in 
Ni-HK reading tests before the intervention look 
P BCe 1976 ' 78 ' between 75 and 85 per cent 
scored 99 or below; the national average is 50 per 
cent.) But, when tested in 1979. while the 
percentages in the control groups remained 
much the same, in the two groups with parental 
support the percentage scoring below y9 now fell 
.dramatically (to 45.5 and 54.2). Parental help’ 

| was not only reducing the proportion of failing 
children but increasing the proportion of high 
scorers. The same improvement was not seen in 
the classes which had the extra teacher, and the 
jack of improvement was most noticeable in the 
lowest attainment hand. 

The results seemed to show that even when 
a local authority provided extra teachers.’ 
there were only minimal improvements with 
low achieving children. But cooperation be- 
tween parents and teachers - which needed 
no special training for the parents - led to a 
significant improvement at all ability levels 
It was clear, loo, that the reading failure of a 
sizeable majority of children could not be 
attributed to a lack of |HJtential in the child or a 
shortage of resources in the school. Could it then 
be that staffing resources allocated by local 
authorities to remedial classes might well be 
belter employed in organizing collaboration 
| between class teacher and parents? 

! Disappointingly for the researchers, who 
felt that they were on the brink of an impor- 
tant discovery and that more research was 
needed to test out their hypothesis in other 
areas of the curriculum, funding came to an. 
end at (his point and was not renewed, and 
Jenny Hewison left to earn her living else- 
where.

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I t is nearly 60 years since Roger Fry wrote: 
“The average child has extraordinary in- 
ventiveness in design and the average 
adult none whatever, and in between these 
iwo states there occurs the process known as 
art teaching". 

It is not that there has been any shortage of 
outstanding teachers of the practice of art. 
Franz Cizek of Vienna, whose exhibition of 
children’s art toured Britain in the early 
1920s, set up a wave of enthusiasm among 
artists and teachers alike. Roger Fry gave 
very strong backing to Marion Richardson's 
work which was to sweep through the art 
education world like a new broom. 

But despite them, and others, and the in- 
vestment of several millions of pnunds in art 
teaching over the years. Fry’s caustic com- 
ment on the failure of art teaching is still 
relevant. Even the annual children’s art ex- 
, hibitions cannot remove the conviction that 
art teaching seems tu be in need of a radical 
overhaul. It can’t be that adults arc not 
interested for art in one form or another Is n 
major leisure industry, and there arc probably 
more amateurs than professionals involved in 
it. Eric Gill’s dictum that an artist is not a 
peculiar type of person, but that every person 
is a peculiar type of artist still holds good. 

Marion Richardson and Cizek, of course, 
believed that children had un innate aesthetic 
sensitivity nnil sensibility, and that tilt* job of 
the teacher wns to enable this lo blossom. 
Cizek was emphatic “Every young child is 
creative” - it was only the degree which 
varied. He complained (hat children snw and 
heard too much because of theatres and cine- 
mas. The task, he said, was to let the child 
grow naturally, but not arbitrarily. Richardson 
was averse to direct instruction. 

Between them they gave added momentum 
to the child-centred activity movement, but nt 
the same time their followers overlooked a 
highly important qualification by Cizek. He 
said that teachers had misunderstood him 
when he urged: “Let the children grow, de- 
velop, and mature”. They thought he meant: 
“We let the children do what they want to do, 
®nd we march up and down doing nothing”.

iTo let (.lie children grow, he argued, means lo 
let them grow according to their eternal laws. 
“But in order to do that wc must know these 
laws”. 

One important consequence of the mis- 
understanding has been the emergence of the 
idea that teachers should not interfere with 
children's art work. But Marion Richardson 
was not a free-expressionist either. 

Writing for the 1938 Exhibition of Chil- 
dren’s Drawings and Paintings at County 
Hall, London, she said: “. . . such work as we 
sec here is not ‘free expression' as generally 
understood, which may be merely unconscious 
imitation, but a disciplined activity in which 
the teacher’s own imaginative gifts play a very 
important part”. A child’s natural rhythmic 
movements could be encouraged by the use of 
writing patterns, music, dancing and poetry, 
and the child's imagination could be stimu- 
lated by verbal description, but teachers 
would find their own systems. However, as 
children approached the age of self-conscious- 
ness they needed “the authority of a grown-up 
to convince them that their own art is worth- 
while". , .... 

It is all too obvious that when children 
become self-conscious about their art, the 
majority of them opt out of the subject 
altogether. Whether this can be remedied 
merely be giving it the overt approval of the 
teache-r is a moot point. Much work remains 
to be done to discover whether it is just a 
question of the attitude needed to prolong the 
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spontaneity and enthusiasm of the young 
child, which seems to have been C-izek’s aim, 
or a more fundamental shift in the prevalent 
rote of art as n form of expression for chil- 
dren. 

Cizek and Richardson, misunderstood or 
not, have simply perpetuated the idea that the 
route to insight and knowledge in art is to be 
found through the making of things. Art is 
surely much more than a vehicle for the 
expression of feelings and subjective slates, 
yet discussion too often centres round 
methods of teaching how to make things, the 
handling of tools and the uses of materials in 
the belief that out of practice comes insight. It 
may do; the evidence suggests that too often 
it does not. Cizek is credited with saying that 
children are firstly creative, and only much 
later comes the grammar of drawing and 
painting. . 

Over the past century we have tried the 
copying of pictures, drawing from observation 
and nature, memory drawing, the drawing of 
cylinders and cones, drawing as "snapshot” 
recording, art as the expression of thought, 
emotion and feeling and so on. Yet it is all 
too dear that the majority of children never 
reach the “grammar” stage, and it is hardly an 
exaggeration to say that many adults are 
virtually visually illiterate. 

Generations of children have been deprived 
of access lo the wider aspects of art because 
of the persistent assumption that it should be 
treated exclusively as a practical subject. A 
hundred years ago Alexander Bain, the pro- 
fessor of logic at Aberdeen, wrote about nrt 
appreciation, or what he called art-emotion. 
Recognizing that only a few would become 
artists, he believed that "people generally 
should not merely have access to perform- 
ances and treasures of nrt, but should be 
taught, or in some way assisted lo reap the 
full pleasure that these are fitted to afford". 
This appeal for a redirection of art teaching 
went unheeded. 

Later, in notes for an exhibition of draw- 
ings from municipal schools in Paris in 1917, 
Paul Simons wrote: "Drawing ... is taught in 
our schools as a language, as a tneuns of 
investigation, as an aid to memory, as the 
base and foundation of all trades, as the 
framework of all professions”. 

This recognition that art serves a variety of 
functions echoes what the writer of Ecclesitrs- 
lii-us said many centuries earlier: “Every arti- 


ficer and workmaster, that passelh his time by 
night us by day; they that cut gravings of ! 
signets; he will set his heart to preserve 
likeness in his portraiture. So is the smith 
sitting by his anvil and considering the un- 
wrought iron; nnd in the heat of the furnace 
will lie wrestle with his work; he will set his 
heart upon perfecting his works, and he will 
be- wakeful to adorn them perfectly. So is the 
potter at his work ... all these put their trust 
in their hands; and each bccometh wise in his 
own work. Without these shall not a city be 
inhabited . . . they shall maintain the fabric of 
the world". I 

Whether we call them metal workers or \ 
potters, architects, industrial or interior desig- 
ners, engineers, printers, naval architects or 
whatever, we are dependent upon design in 
one form or another to maintain the fabric of 
our world. The nature of man as a designer is 
the proper concern of any primary school 
I which boasts □ microcomputer as well as those 
which do not. 

And art tells us about man himself - his 
beliefs, fears, social life, aspirations. Through 
its symbolic languages we gain access to 
worlds remote from our own. Primitive art, 
oriental art, medieval art, folk art - all contri- 
bute to our understanding of the nature of 
man and the human condition. 

The artist is also a communicator - the 
cartoons of Gilray, the paintings of Hogarth, 
the social commentary of Tissot, Picasso’s 
Guernica, cast a light on their period 
which complements -. the written word. 
Through decor, costume and light the artist 
can enhance drama. In calligraphy and 
typography he gives visual form to words. Art 
explores ideas and relationships; it evokes an 
aesthetic response in us; it has therapeutic 
value. It embodies man’s feelings, needs, 
aspirations, entertainments and worship. 
Without it our knowledge of the past vtould 
be extremely limited. 

Here lies the paradox for the art teacher. 
Art does involve the making of things, but if 
that is all that is done in school then the 
child's awareness of the role of art in personal 
nnd social terms will be restricted to whatever 
practical skills he may or may not possess. 
The language and grammar of art extend far 
beyond the making of objects as a form of 
expression work. Bains and Simons were 
aware of this in their different ways. It would 
be easy to sec tills as a special pleading for art 
appreciation on the timetable, but that is not 
enough. While we shall still need the inspira- 
tion of Marion Richardson and Cizek among 
others, and opportunities to practice art in the 
primary school, the ait curriculum needs to 
help children to see that art is an activity 
which permeates and affects whole areas of 
human life irrespective of any personal skill 
we may happen to possess. There is ample 
scope for imaginative innovation in this neg- 
lected area of curriculum development in art 
education.

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Although no one actually burst into a chorus 
nf "Lloyd George Knew My Father" on the 
10 55am flight from Gatwick to Bologna on 
March 2, there was the definite air of a festive 
oujjng Mainly British, but some Japanese, 
French and American publishers greeted each 
ol her cordially across the gangway and at 
bast one book, the finished copy rushed from 
Los Angeles the previous week, was handed 
around for approval. There wasn’t a seat to 

beautiful medieval city of Bologna, 
villi its arcaded pavements and spacious piaz- 
m has been synonymous with children's 
books for some years. The beginnings of the 
annual book fair there were simple enough, 
-plenty years ago this year, the burghers of 
Bologna, a Communist but commercially en- 
terprSing bunch, invited publishers to bring 
their wares. In those days the gathering was a 
relatively intimate one, housed in a palace in 
the centre .of the city. Doyens of British 
children's publishing like Julia MacRae of 
Julia MacRae Books, and Margaret Clark of. 
The Bodley Head recall the informality wist- 
fully. Nowadays, the fair is accommodated in 
a vast, specially built centre on the outskirts 
of Bologna and exhibitors are likely to have a 
fell diary of appointments every 15 or 30 
minutes organized in the weeks before the 
opening. This year there were 887 exhibitors 
from 60 countries in four pavilions covering 
12,300 sq m. Countries represented included 
some from the Third World, from Africa, the 
Par Ijast and South America; the United 
States, the Commonwealth and Europe; 
Japan, the Middle East and South Africa. 
There are increasing numbers of school 
books, a section devoted to comic strips and 
signs that software will have a significant 
place in years to come. There are always 
major exhibitions of art work, including one 
this year devoted to Chinese art. 

There is general agreement that attendance 
at the fair is essential, even in these days of 
telexes and aeroplanes, when perhaps most of 
the books a publisher might be interested in 
have been available in one form or another 
already. There is no better way of summing 
up treqds or consolidating relationships with 
publishers from other countries. Everyone 
seems to find the experience stimulating. You 
Dfiver hear a moan about having to attend 
Bologna, as perhaps you do about other pro- 
fessional gatherings. 

Some publishers go along to Bologna bear- 
ing handfuls of proofs, knowing that they 
need to arrange a co-edition with at least one 
other country to make publication viable. By 
ihk method the expense of colour printing is 
shared, only the black plate showing (he text 
jiving to be changed for each language. 
Others prefer to trust their own judgment, 
publish anyway and perhaps seek partners to 
share the cost of reprinting. First print runs 
can be as low as S.IWO, so if a book is at all 
successful a reprint fa likely. All this applies, 
of course, to picture books, the main focus of 
interest at Bologna; novels are more likely to 
« bought and sold through agents. 

Many prefer to sell the translation rights by 
a given publisher will have control over 
the publication of a title in another country 
a group of countries which have a common 
language.

.Taiwan. Some publishers, including Heine- 
mann, have taken the pop-up a stage further 
and designed , books to be converted' into 
pop-ups - qt even paper houses (Wame have 
a P#er Rabbit theatre) - by the reader and 
thus cut the cost. 

The; recession and educational cuts have 
..affected the market; for children’s books most 
profoundly in the United States and, of 
course, Britain. Elsewhere in Europe optim- 
ism reigns. Leading French, German dnd 
Swedish publishers each .churned that their 
; country: was the most successful in Europe at! 
present.. Ip Germany there fa a tradition or book 
; buying; The Geimahs; accustomed to high prices. 


(there is a 48 per cent margin for the retailer on a 
bestseller) are .not daunted by the cost of British 
and American books. The growth of children's 
book clubs has also helped to keep the market 
buoyant. 

In France there are no non net books for 
schools and no library suppliers; all titles are 
sold through bookshops. Jean Delas of 
L'dcole des loisirs says that English picture 
books are “very specialized" and certainly 
there has been surprisingly little traffic be- t 
tween the two countries in the past. Recently, 
however, tilings have begun to change and the 
direct supply of French titles to English 
schools {see The TES, February 25) is an 
exciting development. The fact that Christine 
Baker of Gallimard is the French daughter-in- 
law of Eric Baker, once proprietor of the 
Children's Book Centre in London, is not 
without significance here. The Gallimard 
stand sported several familiar titles, including 
a parallel text version of Graham Oakley’s 
Church Cat as an aid to learning English. 

The Swedes are especially fortunate in their 
library supply service. It is normal procedure 
for publishers there to submit books in proof 
to the suppliers who produce two reports to 
be circulated to libraries so that orders may - 
be placed early. Out of a normal print run of 
8,000. the libraries will often buy 3,500. Here, 
as in Germany, book clubs play ah important 
part. 

Children's literature is treated with great 
respect in Sweden; Astrid Lindgren the mter- 
] nationally famous authqr whose latest book 
Ronja will soon be available in 18 countries 1s 
an especially popular subject for research in 
universities. Kerstin Kvint. representing Ms 
jLindgren’s publisher, Rabdn & SjOgren, said 
she was little short of a national saint. 

AU is not roses elsewhere. In Italy especial- 
ly, times btc hard and even Emme Edizioni, a 
leading school and children's publisher, is 
struggling. Sylvia Scivi, representing them, 
said they were lucky to sell 2,000 copies of 
any picture book. And in Holland several 
publisher have recently gone bankrupt. 

One positive result of economic stringency is 
that there is less room for the "bland international 
product." the picture book designed to catch 
numerous co-editions rather than allow the artist 
free expression. Information books are rather 
, different, as there is less emphasis on national 
taste. Wayland, for instance, always publish 
with Ihe international market, in mind and 
assume co-editions' to keep prices down. They 
sell mainly to English-speaking countries with a 
strong library tradition as their books are inainiy 
designed fo.be used for reference and project 
work, •’ 

It is riot always easy . to predict which books 
will pross international boundaries successful- 
ly. , As John Lewfa of Wayland says: "Pub- 
. fishing is an extension of personality, so one 
tends to deal with people, rather than books." 
Certainly it .Is clear that the relationships 
between individual editors Influence the 
chances of. publication in one country or 
another. There are always surprises though. 
The Japanese have been prominent on the 
European and American children's -books 
rcene for many years, but who would have 
guessed, that the four Brambfy i Hedge . books 
(from Collins) about funy creatures in a very 
English 'hedgerow would sell to the tune ,of 

10.000 each; in English in Japan as weil/as 

60.000 in . Japanese. For 'their part, - the 
Japanese do a brisk .export trade.'

Marvin Minsky decided ;is a student 
that there were three interesting 
areas of inquiry in the world. They 
were gene ties, physics ami ‘mind. ’ 
The most profound and therefore 
most challenging was "mind." 

In the first of the five-part series 
of programmes Machines with 
Minds (Fchruary 28. Radio 3) Mins* 
ky, now Professor of Science at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy. gave the view that the word 
“intelligence'' is one left over from 
an “earlier stage of culture" and 
stands fur "a large and messy net- 
work of different ideas." All that 
can be said about it is that to sup- 
pose "intelligence" to he most clear- 
ly demonstrated in “unusual per* 
romances" is one of those "bad 
old" ideas that hold up the progress 
of knowledge. To understand how 
intelligence works we have to focus 
on “ordinary things’’. This view is 
now gene riil among neoule in the

now gene riil among people in the 
“artificial intelligence" field and has 
developed nut of finding it relatively 
easy to programme computers to do 
calculus or play chess inn almost 
impossible to leach them to see and 
understand what is around them in 
the ordinary world. 

The first programme of Machines 
with Minds explained the factual 
and philosophical development of 
“artificial intelligence" over the last 
30 years with reasonable clarity. 
Colin Blakcmore. the presenter, 
could have allowed his clearest and 
most stimulating speakers - Marvin 
Minsky, in particular - to tell more 
of the story. And he could have 
prompted them to give more con- 
crete examples to illuminate their 
abstract propositions. He could also 
have dispensed with his "descriptive 
touches” in introducing them. The 
information that Marvin Minsky hnd 
n Beatles' album open at “Hey, 
Jude” near his desk seemed some- 
how to detract from, rather than 
add to. the knowledge of Minsky's 
mind and personality gained from 
his words. But on the whole Blake- 
more covered the ground briskly 
[ and efficiently and he conveyed the 
excitement of the subject very well 
indeed.

After Thar Sinking Feeling , which 
looked a shade over-sen I inienta I ly at

The press kit for Mark Lester’s film 
Class of J9S4 comes in a folder 
emblazoned with British newspaper 
headlines: "SCHOOL OF FEAR - 
Protect us, says head as gang runs 
not ; “Teenage thugs terrorize 
school”; “A trendy text for trou- 
ble". Inside we are told that 
although the film concerns an 
American high school, "Class of 
1984 is a warning. Not of what is 
happening here, but what is even 
now happening”. 

In fact it is a surreal B-movje 
fantasy by a director who has won 
two Venice Film Awards and whose 
previous B-movies have been much 
admired by critics as the work of an 
original "cinematic pop artist”. 
However, in this case Lester fell out 
of favour and Class of 1984 has 
been panned both here and in 
America as a crude, schlock -horror 
exploitation picture. It is indeed a 
nasty, violent, exploitative little 
work but it is quite brilliantly done 
- and no doubt it will feature in 
some BFI retrospective ten years 
hence. The fault lies not with its 
pace or style hut with its morality: 
.in particular the way in which it 
grafts the old Blackboard Jungle 
high school problem picture onto a 
modem. Reaganite vigilante film, 

Tlie opening scene strikes a note 
of black comedy. Andy Norris, a 
young idealistic music teacher, ar- 
nyes for his first day at Abrahnm 
Lincoln high school to find that 
there is a metal detector and 
weapon search at the front door 
armed guards patrolling the corri- 
dor and drug dealing and gang 
fights in the toilets. Watching this 
one wonder why a school set in a 
leafy, idyllic suburb has a student 
population evidently recruited from 
die wort slums of the South Bronx, 
inen one notices that most of the 
delinquents apart from the main 
gang are black or Puerto Rican - 
ana the message comes clear. This 
film is about an American niaht-

“They can learn!” as they splutter 
out the answers, pop-eyed with ter- 
ror. It’s a very funny, cleverly hand- 
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led scene. But what it is loading up 
to, after endless scenes of indiffe- 
rent administrators and kindly, in- 
effectual police is a finale of revolt- 
mg cnrnngc in which Mr Norris 
tracks down Stegman's gang mid 
murders them one hy one. 

The element of parody works 
nghi through to the final scene 
which combines Walt Disncy-styie 
sentiment with the violence of Car- 
rie. Lester sceins loo sophisticated 
fo believe his hard-hut message: 
Class of 1984 has (lie rabid sincerity of 
a true vigilante film.

The East End Festival 
March 3-27 1983. 


Americans on 14-day budget econ- 
omy package tours of Britain are 
taken to the East End of London 
for "an evening of traditional Cock- 
ney entertainment". They force 
down pints of bitter, swallow jellied 
eels, learn the hokey-cokey, stumble 
through the Lambeth Walk Hnd 
have their photographs taken with a 
pasring Pearly King or Queen. 

That’s one side of the East End, a 
picture-poslcard image of the place 
which has little or nothing to do 
with the real thing. Far more accu- 
rate as a portrait of life in today's 
East End is TEEF. The East End 
Festival, a three-week cornucopia of 
arts and music events currently spill- 
ug over from the Half Moon 
Theatre in the Mile End Rond, El. 

The fifth event of its kind, the 
Festival reflects the nuilti-rncial na- 
ture of east London, drawing on 
both amateur and professional 
roustc.^ theatre, dance, mime nnd 
wnters’ groups from all over tlie 
Brea. In addition, there are guest 
a ppearances by nationally-known 
professional groups as varied us the 
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Royal Shakespeare Company and 
the English Gamelan Orchestra, and 
no less than three exhibitions of 
photography. The most important of 
these, at the George Green Centre. 
18 Manchester Road, E14, is a col- 
lection of prints by Humphrey Spen- 
der, brother of Stephen. Taken as 
part of a Mass Observation survey, 
they depict in graphic, evocative de- 
tail working class life in Bolton and 
Blackpool m the late thirties, im- 
mediately before the last war.

Performed by members of 
the Half Moon Young People’s 
Theatre on (he evenings of Monday 
and Tuesday, March 21 nnd 22, the 
programme is intended to uccom- 
pany an equally sombre memorial 
exhibition being held in the crypt of 
St Gcorge's-in-the-Easl Church, 
Stepney. 

The music and poetry sides of the 
festival also stress the international 
character of the East End. Tlie local 
but increasingly widely-known Ras- 
tafarian poet Benjamin Zepheniah 
opened tne proceedings with a read- 
ing in which he was joined by the 
John Bennett Jazz Band. 

Fittingly, TEEF closes with 
another appearance of the Half 
Moon Young People's Theatre.

77ie 
Meg and Mag Show, which was an 
enomious success two Christmases 
ago at the Unicorn Theatre for Chil- 
dren, is having a second run from 
now until (he end of the Easter 
holidays. 

Maureen Lipman. who dominated 
the show last time with a perform- 
ance that convincingly conveyed im- 
pending chaos round every corner 
and an ability to make several syl- 
lables out of Meg's catch phrase 
“Oh dear 1 ’, is now entertaining adult 
audiences elsewhere. Her replace- 
ment as the witch whose spells al- 
ways go wrong is Amanda Barrie 
whose slendcT frame, scatty manner- 
isms and lovable helplessness sug- 
gest a vulnerability possibly even 
closer to the character in Helen 
| Ntcoll’s and Jan Picnkowski's buoks. 
If she lucked anything in coinic de- 
livery and timing she more than 
made up for it in the immediate 
rapport she established with the 
children in the audience, provoking 
much more involvement than I re- 
member last time. 

David Wood’s production has 
undergone one or two changes.

Since his death in 1956, Walter de la Mare 
has largely been consigned to the nursery. It 
is a fate that awaits any writer who takes as 
his subject the ways and thoughts of children 
or who elevates simplicity of style into a 
cardinal virtue. De la Mare has remained an 
eccentric and largely forgotten figure, known 
(if at all) only for his numbingly dull poetry 
and stories for children. 

The recognition that de la Mare is a serious 
and profoundly adult writer of prose had to 
wait until the republication in 1982 of his 
novel Memoirs of a Midget and the reprinting 
this month of his own selection of stories. 
Both books reveal an imagination and intelli- 
gence disturbingly far removed from the cosi> 
ness of the verse. 

Memoirs of a Midget is the story, told by 
herself, of the diminutive Miss M, and the 
fears, discoveries, brief fame and passion of 
her twentieth year. The device is familiar 
enough in children’s literature but de la MaTe 
puts it to startlingly complex and consciously 
literary use. The book is deeply concerned - 
as most of de la Mare's work is - with ways of 
seeing: the stares of passers-by, looks of love 
or pity; with spy-glasses, microscopes, mir- 
rors, spectacles both “rose-coloured" and 
"minifying"; with prospects, views, outlooks - 
this is the imagery which dominates the book. 

De la Mare uses it both literally, as Miss M 
moves through a society alternately entranced 
■ and horrified, and figuratively, as he explores 
our perceptions of class, social position and 
physical beauty; he analyses the distinction 
between appearance (what is seen) and reality 
(what &); between the imagination and real- 
ity; and speculates on the nature of “point of 
view", . . r 

| Memoirs of a Midget purports to be an 
unfinished manuscript "found" and. edited by 
a friend of Miss M’s. It is a book very much 
concerned with the circumstances of its own 
making and with [the nature of air books and i 
fictions.

Mare that he restores tile frightened, vulner- 
able child, alone in the house. 

James's Maisie Beale, in What Maisie 
Knew, makes us see, through her innocence, 
the horrors and sexual tensions that underlie 
an outwardly happy and respectable family. 
De la Mare's children are presented less obli- 
quely, tell their own stories. The sexual 
height is all the more prominent for being 
more deeply embedded, in the agonies of 
married life, as in “The Almond Tree", one 
of the best stories, the child is almost literally 
not seen by the adults around him; in die 
end, an unseen child becomes the key to 
tragedy. In a child’s world, adults are omnis- 
cient; "Seaton's Aunt", seen from childhood, 
has the power to see everything, even secret 
thoughts; from adulthood, she is simply an 
old woman and those who were children ore 
destroyed by the weaknesses that were always 
j there. 

De la Mare's is not a comforting world. We 
have grown accustomed to the horrors buried 
in fairy tale and myth; what is significant here 
is that de la Mare presents his fictions in a 
highly realistic way.. He deliberately hides 
Miss M's actual height from us. It is not an 
issue. All that matters is her otherness. All of 
de la Mare’s characters are outsiders - 
orphans, the physically and mentally infirm,' 
lonely and unpopular boys - all those who are 
perceived as "different". Out and out apoca- 
lyptic fantasy like “The Vats" is not typical. 
De la Mare’s fictions are grounded in the real 
world and in the fictions we use to modify and 
control our environment and those we live 
with.

Reports from the front 


Poetry competitions are in vogue. 
tv Arvon and National Poetry 
Society prizes attract tens of 
thousands of entries and last year's 
English Centre competition drew a 
m^ve response from London stu- 
dents. The winning poems now 
hieuaht together in City Lines 
English Centre 6.50. 0 
907016 022 2) read like a senes of 
urgent reports from the teenage bat- 
defront. Some points of departure 
are personal (the sense of being an 
outsider, first love so tender and 
vulnerable, agony at a split family, 
the death of a relative) and some 
public (London’s squalor, the misery 
of high-rise flats, colour prejudice, 
the threat of nuclear warfare). The 
common factors are intellectual and 
emotional honesty, forthrightness, 
ready humour, and a willingness to 
hope for the best, and many of the 
poems display an impressive ability 
to move beyond mere statement and 
play with ideas - this element U 
endorsed by the intelligent decision 
to print some of the students' com- 
ments on how their poems origin- 
ated and developed. 

In shorter supply, as one might 
expect,- are subtlety, real confidence 
in the handling of form, and sheer 
word-revelry, so it is a pleasant sur- 
prise to come upon Julia Ignatiou's 
charming short parody: 

Im a deemmun 
I dont no -how to spel . . . 

I dont kair wot pepel sai 
I dont nead to reed or ryte 
I am not goeng to chooz it in the 
therd veers an 
1 dont nede it in my Jobb - 
Soh thairl 
Whot do I kare!- 

The poems are complemented by 
excellent photographs of metropoli- 


tan life seen From the teenager’s 
viewpoint. All in all, it is a striking- 
ly attractive anthology that leaves 
one feeling decidedly better about 
life. 

Instigator of the Bracknell Litera- 
ture Festival and author of a long 
series of poems on getting stuck into 
an alien environment (A Fire in the 
Rain, Martin Brian and O’Keeffe 
£1.95. 0 B5616£ 51 5), .Sebastian 
Barker seems the very model of the 
modern writer-in-resldence. Like 
many of the contributors to City 
Unes, he has enviable confidence 
and a tendency to reportage; his 


attractively idiomatic language 
sometimes gives way to something 
altogether more inflated and less 
satisfactory. He is more convincing, 
though, than Andrew Greig (Surviv- 
ing Passages, Canongate £5.95 and 


ing Passages, Canongate £5.95 and 
£3.95. 0 §6241 025 8 and 0 86241 
026 6) whose pose as a tough guy. 
as one of the boys, is like a self- 
conscious version of early Thom 
Gunn. His poems are eloquent, 
sometimes really witty, but too slick 
for their own good. 

No less witty or vigorous but far 
less strenuous, The Selected Paul 
Durcan, edited by Edna Longley 
(Blackstaff £4.50. 0 85640 269 9) 
makes excellent company. There is 
a freshness about his loose-limbed 
musical work, especially his love 
poems; they read like snatches of 
entertaining conversations. Charles 
Boyle’s second collection. House of 
Cards (Carcanet £3.25. 85635 426 0) 
works at much the same level: collo- 
quial poems teased out of daily ex- 
perience, tl\e product of a magpie 
mind that here and there promises 
something altogether more exciting. 
This something has to do with in-, 
ventive energy, the distinguishing fe- 
ature of John Ash’s exhilarating 
third collection, The Goodbyes (Car- 
canet £4.00. 85635 452X). Using the 
weapons of wit and surrealism, Mr 
Ash plays off “the limited and repres- 
sed nature of life as we live it, and 
the life we are able to imagine”. 
Attractive at first reading and with a 
great deal going on under their 
often fantastic surfaces, these poems 
were the Autumn Choice of the 
Poetry Book Society. 

Norman Nicholson is a local poet 
in the same sense as William 
Barnes, Hardy, George Mackay 
Brown. For more than 40 years his 
knobbly lyrical work has investi- 
gated and reflected the people and 
land around Millom in Cumbria, 
and it is an absolute delight to have 
the best work of this warm and wise 
poet in one volume. Selected Poems 
1940-82 (Faber £5.95 and £2.95. 0 
571 11949 2 and 0 571 11950 6). 
Similarly.. concerned with the rela- 
tionship of man and land, and witfi 
how history is always in the making, 
Michael Vince's poems (In the New

368X) are attentive, unsbowy and. 
graceful. More piquant and more 
stately, A Season or Calm Weather 


by Neil Powell .(Carcanet £3.25, 
85635 353 1) has a fertile and con- 
vincing title sequence about the 
power of names, the quirks by 
which things are remembered or for- 
gotten. and the inescapable "late 
September sense of loss that wins”.

Indefatigable Carcanet are also re- 
sponsible for Anthony Cronin's 
wearisome New and Selected Poems 
(£3.95. 0 85635 367 1): high-minded 
but long-winded and curiously aloof. 
Buttressed by an introduction from 
G Wilson Knight, the posthumous 
work in Calling Newfoundland: 
Poems 1946-1 (Warren House Press) 
by Margot Davies celebrates life's 
joys ana the power of faith but has 
no enduring value as poetry. 

On the evidence of Legacies (Far- 
rar, Straus St Giroux. Distributed by 
Faber £8.75. 0 374 18472 0). a 
bilingual edition with effective trans- 
lations by Alaslair Reid and 
Andrew Hurley. Heberto Padilla - 
Cuba's foremost poet - has a for- 
midable lyric gift: his poems are 
often brief, sensual, vivid, ironic. I 
like them a great deal. But what his 
work will never have, I suppose, is 
the sheer appetite and profundity of 
his fellow Latin American, Pablo 
Neruda. Now translated into English 
for the first time, and again by

Samuel Wit tiers pin's first day as an 
infant teacher began ns discourn- 
gingly as possible, with 165 under- 
sevens "in one dense mass, crying, 
yelling nnd kicking against the 
door’ . He was in despair; but intui- 
tion. came to his aid. By waving a 
be-ribboned cap on a clothes prop 
he mode his charges laugh, and then 
seized his opportunity; he started 
them playing games, himself taking 
the leading part. 

That action reveals the root of 
Wilderspin’s success as a teacher. 
He acquired ideas about infant 
education from various people: 
Robert Owen and his New Lanark 
teacher James Buchanan (who re- 
commended him for his first job), 
perhaps Pestalozzi, and certainly 
e e j Swedish mystic Emanuel 
Swedenborg, in whose doctrines he 
was brought up. But he was never a 
systematic theoretician; his heart 
rather than his head made him a 
pioneer of infant education. 

Wilderspin began leaching at Spi* 
talftclds in IB20. In 1824 an influen- 
tial body of men formed in London 
an Infant School Society. Its special 
purpose was to establish a model 
infant school that would also be a 
Heminary tor training and qualifying 
teachers. Unfortunately, the school 
never materialized, and Wilderspin, 


who was to have been its head, 
became instead the Society’s peri- 
patetic agent, opening and 'organiz- 
ing schools throughout Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

About 1828 the Society died, but 
Wilderspin continued to travel, and 
by 1836 had been instrumental in 
founding sonic 150 schools. His 
journeying.? (an appendix lists most 
of them) undoubtedly established 
the infant school in Britain; they 
also involved him in embittered con- 
troversy - to which, unhappily, he 
was nil too prone. 

This was one reason why, later, 
Wilderspin ’s services as organizer of 
schools and lecturer on education 
became less and less requested. 
Friends rescued him from poverty, 
and secured him a pension on the 
Queen’s Civil List. But his fame, at 
its peak international, greatly dimi- 
nished; and though he has always 
been mentioned in most histories of 
Ena ish education, this is his first 
full-length biography. 

A? its title indicates, this book is 
also a detailed study of the Infant 
School Movement in the first half of 
the nintcenth century. The authors, 
of whom Dr Young is a great-great-

Gillian Thomas visits a Design Council exhibition 


The largest education exhibition 
ever staged by the Design Council 
opens on Tuesday. Entitled “The 
Young Creators”. K features over 
150 design projects from schools and 
colleges throughout Britain. 

The exhibition is intended to 
draw the attention of industry to the 
need for good design and to encour- 
age companies to make hettor use of 
British talent. It also aims to high- 
light the relevance of design to ev- 
ery day life and. ns a consequence, 
io stress the benefits of including it 
in the school curriculum. 

“Design is the vital ingredient 
that makes the difference between a 
mundane product and one that suc- 
ceeds in the marketplace", says Sir 
Jeremy Morse, chairman of Lluvds 
Bank which has provided 140,000 
towards the cost. 

Although only a small proportion 
of the projects are from schools - 
mostly O and A level work - they 
show the scope and variety of design 
as a subject in the classroom. 

Each illustrates a different aspect 
of it, such as the importance of 
observation, the need For a prob- 
lem-solving approach and an end- 
product that not only looks good 
out functions well too.

Cracking the code

When I fust started teaching En- 
glish, there was vogue for what was 
termed Useful Literacy. How, l 
wondered, did this differ from the 
implied alternative which must be 
Useless, and could my pupils tell at 
a glance which sort my lessons con- 
veyed? 

Of the two language series cur- 
rently being broadcast for 14 to 16- 
year-olds, the Erst offers guidance 
on coping with written information 
in situations likely to perplex the 
less able teenager. The second, a 
discursive programme for the full 
ability range, seeks to promote 
awareness of the varied scope and 
; possibilities of speech. 

The problem-centred Functional 
; Reading presents a dramatized story 
i in which “our hero, Clive", like the 
listener, has mastered basic skills 
but lacks confidence in applying 
them. In the course of evenings out 
and days spent job-hunting, Clive 
encounters menus, cinema program- 

S instructions on tuning a guitar, 
ads, claims for unemployment 
benefit, bus and train timetables, 
the Yellow Pages and the Highway 
Code. 7 

While the pupils try to interpret 
these and to improve their own writ- 
ing with copies of the aciivity sheets 
provided, it might also be worth 
considering how well tho designers

and producers of "realm" do their 
jobs. Thanks to the recent campaign 
for the reform of officialese', govern- 
ment departments tend nowadays to 
address the public more simply and 
intelligibly than was their wont. 

The preponderance of boys in 
most remedial classes is conspi- 
cuously reflected in each episode of 
Functional Reading. Girls and 
women play minor helping roles. 
But what are we to make of the 
self-pitying male banter that greets 
Auntie Barbara's refusal to cook “a 
proper tea"? This lamentable de- 
monstration of domestic incompe- 
tence on the part of Uncle Jerry and 
the lads calls for an immediate sup- 
plement to their course in survival 
skills: some recipes and advice on 
how to use a kitchen. 

The soup-mix principle is implicit 
in Talk About English, which 
sprinkles assorted ideas, as it were 
in powder form, into the expanding 
medium of a 45-minute lesson- 
period. Each broadcast consists of 
three of four modules designed to 
be pre-recorded and then inter- 
spersed with discussion when replay- 


ed. It sounds feasible enough, but 
the complex elements of language 
undergo a qualitative change when 
they are compressed, and you can- 
not stimulate Coherent thought in a 

S hy throwing together con- 
d fragments of unrelated 
themes. 

Last week saw a vain attempt to 
link national stereotypes, racial in- 
sults, the generation gap, regional 
dialect, clients, satire, wit and irony 
under the general heading "The 
Language of Prejudice." 

Shortage of time forces the luck- 
less scriptwriters to lay down the 
law on sensitive controversies with 
crude assertions unsupported by evi- 
dence or debate. Mike Poulton’s 
comparison of storytelling in town 
and country had, to my mind, an 
unduly sentimental rural bias, and 
the earlier eclectic acceptance of 
non-standard forms of English was 
belied by George Watson Scott's 
intemperate condemnation of 
“ready-made phrases . . . horrible 
woodworms that have eaten their 
way into our conversation.”

two personal performance award 
schemes have been introduced, one 
for junior skiers and the other for 
adults. 

By using (his system, the skiers 
arc encouraged to increase their 
participation and instructors are en- 
couraged to help them to improve 
the quality, control and enjoyment 
of their skiing. Both these schemes 
can be operated on snow and artifi- 
cial facilities. 

Much reference has been made to 
the artificial facilities that are avail- 
able in England. However, there is 
still a shortage of larger facilities for 
competitive purposes and a strategy 
lias recently been prepared which 
outlines the needs of the governing 
body over the next 10 years. With 
an hour's recreational skiing costing 
approximately £2, including the hire 
of equipment, the activity ccrtainlv 
compares with those such as squash 
and tennis, it costs nearly that much 
to go to the cinema these days. So. 
it cost (enns, it is not an expensive 
sport. The only reason that it cannot 
expand in its number of participants 
is simply on availability of facilities. 

Like many sports, skiing is an 
activity that requires specialist 
equipment, along with correct clo- 
thing. The average skier docs not 
have to purchase this equipment as 


it is generally available ’for hire at 
dry ski centres and the holiday re- 
sorts. Clothing also can be hired 


here in England, although generally 
people do prefer to purchase this, as 
much of the clothing can be used for 
general leisure purposes. 

If equipment is to be purchased, 
this is available through a chain of 
specialist shops of which there are 
around 150 in the United Kingdom. ■ 
Here the staff have been trained by 
the equipment manufacturers to 
j provide the correct advice and ser- 
r vice to the customer according to 
I their needs. The adjustment and fii- 
i ting of the specialist bindings on skis 
i |* one such matter that the staff 
have to be conversant with, as the 
. success or failure of fitting such a 
piece of equipment will either make 
or mar a skier's activity. Even 
though there are not drv ski centres 
tn every large town in England, it is 
surprising to note that there are 
such specialist ski shops in places 
like Oxford, Plymouth, Coventry. 
Leicester, to mention but a few. 

Skiing here in England is both 
inexpensive and fun. With more than 
ISO ski clubs and 50 ski centres 
, atone, where people can take part in 
! a whole wide variety of activity and 
! s p c,B l programmes. There are even 
; those who never bother to go 
i abroad to ski. as they enjoy their 
weekly skiing like others enjoy their 
1 squash or badminton at the local 
sports centre. Wherever it is done, 
it is a sport where the rewards are 
high, and for those who venture into 
the mountains it takes on an added 
dimension which is always found in 
that enviornment. Go to the Costa

You may be forgiven for dismissing 
Switzerland as a destination for n 
school skiing trip he cause of it’s 
reputation for being astronomicnllv 
expensive,. However, even for the 
normal holiday-maker this is no lon- 
ger true, as the Swiss have virtually 
no inflation, and for the school 
group the delights of this beautiful 
country have been made inexpen- 
sively available at the Fericndurf 
Centre. 

The Feriendorf, built originally ns 
a military medical centre, nestles in 
the mountains at the lop of (he 
beautiful Rhone valley, on the out- 
skirts of Fiesch in the canton of 
Valais. 

The centre consists of a complex 
of pavilions set amid pine trees, 
seven of which are given over to 
accommodation, sleeping up to 
1,000 people, and one to a res- 
taurant. Also within the complex 
are a vast sports hall and a beautiful 
swimming pool block. 

The potential of the centre for 
organized school skiing trips from 
England was spotted seven years 
ngo by two teachers. School groups 
from Europe were already coming 
to the centre but there was no fully 
organized package for English chil- 
dren yet. They therefore decided to 
set_ about assembling a package 
which could be offered, fully inclu- 
sive, to schools in England. They 
began in the winter of 1977/78 and 
since then they have perfected their 
holidays, templing many of their 
clients to return year after year. 


I must say that," having seen them 
in action, I was very impressed by 
tlte efficiency of their operation.

The price starts at £219.35 for nine 
days, which includes all travel and 
accommodation, lift passes, hire of 
equipment, full insurance, use of the 
facilities at the centre and, in fact, 
everything short of pocket money. 
Details of size of shoe, height, 
weight, age and proficiency in skiing 
are sent to the centre in advance so 
that, on arrival, each person is allo- 
cated to a room, ana, waiting for 
them in the ski room of (heir pavi- 
lion, are skis, boots, poles and a lift 
pass. Using this system only about 5 
per cent of boots need to be 
changed due to wrong sizing, so it 
Obviously works! 

The journey is by coach from the 
school direct to the Feriendorf via 
Channel ferry, which saves teachers 
having to worry about lost Luggage 
or, worse, lost children due to 
changes en route. Improved motor- 
ways through Europe means that the 
journey takes around 12 hours, most 
of which is overnight so that skiing 
time is not lost. The party arrives at 
around 4 pm, which gives them time 
to relax and sort themselves out to 
be ready for skiing the next 
morning. 

Accommodation is in rooms hous- 
ing six, fourteen, or twenty children 
m two-tier army style bunks; not, 
obviously, five-star quality, but ideal 
tor children. Accompanying staff 
have rooms, usually double, on the 
same floor. This gives the children 
the feeling that they are Free to do 
as they wish, while enabling the

staff to keep a surreptitious eye on 
them. 

In the morning the children are 
served an early breakfast - con- 
tinental style with cheese - so that 
they can catch the cable car before 
the main rush of other tourists 
staying In Fiesch. The cable car sta- 
tion is about 12 minutes wnlk 
through the village. Queues ore not 
too long as the capacity of the car is 
120 people. 

The journey up to the skiing area 
at Kuhboden, 1,100 metres above 
Fiesch takes about eight minutes, 
and here the Feriendorf have 
another centre, the Berghaus. This 
|s an attractive pine-panelled build- 
ing with a large restaurant where 
lunch is served to the children at 
midday, and with dormitory accom- 
modation for a further 80 children. 
Groups can, of course, choose to 
stay up here rather than at the 
Feriendorf, and they can then step 
straight out on to the ski slopes 
without any walking, or waiting for 
the cable car. The one disadvantage 
with staying at Kuhboden is that the 
cable cars slops running after dark, 
and the group is effectively 
'marooned" in the Berghaus for the 
evening. In the case of younger 
groups of children this is probably 
not a great disadvantage as, after a 
day of skiing, they are probably 
quite content to play games, listen 
to the Juke box and then go to bed 


In the morning, the children have 
two hours of skiing tuition from 
Swiss qualified, English-speaking in- 
structors. There are wide areas of 
nursery slopes at Kuhboden, five 
drne-lifts for the mure advanced, 
and a challenging blnck run down 
into Fiesch for the very experienced. 
Because of its high altitude. 2,212 
metres, Kuhboden is assured of 
good snow conditions from Decem- 
ber through to April, making the 
Easter trip a feasible proposition, 
and avoiding loss of school term 
time. 

At lunch lime, a three-course hot 
meal mid a drink are served in the 
Berghaus. The food is traditionally 
Swiss, and, being simple, goes down 
well with English children, who can 
return for second or third helpings 
as they like. * 

The afternoon can cither be occu- 
pied with a further two hours of ski 
instruction, which is arranged on 


request, ut a small extra cost, or 
will free skiing, or the group can 
return to the Feriendorf to make 


full use of the facilities there. In the 
.swimming pool pnvi/ion they can use 
either the full size pool, or the 
teaching pool, both surrounded by 
picture windows overlooking the 
Alps, or can organize howling after- 
noons in the two-kmc bowling alley 
or lounge in the solarium. 

___TTie sports hall pavilion is divided 
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into three large sections for team 
games, or the partitions can be re- 
moved to give one vast hall. Here 
arc also two squash courts, saunas, 
and spacious shower facilities. 

After the evening meal, which is 
similar to that at lunch, and laid out 
in the spoljess restaurant, the chil- 
dren can either continue using the 
sports facilities, which remain open 
until 9pm, or can request films or, 
on Tuesday and Friday evenings, go 
to the disco which is held in the 
restaurant. Should it be necessary, 
there is always medical assistance ou 
hand, both at the Feriendorf, and at 
Kuhboden. 

While at Kuhboden I asked Mel- 
isa and Verity, both 16 years old, 
from a school in Stevenage, for their 
opinion of the Feriendorf. They 
were thoroughly enjoying their stay, 
the skiing was very good, the food, 
particularly at the Berghaus, was 
excellent, " and their rooms were 
comfort ahlc. The only complaint, in 
fact, was that there were not enough 
sliupsl 

For the duration of my stay in 
Switzerland I stayed in the village of 
Urciten, 10 minutes drive Tram 
Hcsdi. This village was built as a 
health resort and salt water spa by 
Dr Eugcn Naef, an ex- journalist, 
wlm owes his recovery from a bad 
motor accident to seawater therapy. 
There are two hotels in the village, 
plus a mi in her of chalets for self- 
catering holidays. A cable car from 
the village carries you up to the 
skiing area of Reideralp and Bett- 
nicnilii, which adjoin Kuhboden. 

This delightful village, as well as 
huing an ideal holiday resort for its 
own sake, is verv well pl ace 4j* a 
centre in which families of children 
staying at the Feriendorf can be 
near their children if they ^

organized for the ILEA and other 
education authorities such as 
Croydon, Sutton, Merton, Surrey 
and Kent, tuition for schools under 
which some 2,500 children a week 
attend 20-minute classes at 
Streatham. The scheme includes 
several Special schools for the hand- 
icapped and maladjusted. Mr Cros- 
thwaite also set up the similar 
scheme at the Sobell Centre ice rink 
in Islington, and has been consulted 
about another at the Lea Valley 
rink due to open this autumn. 

The idea of skating being recog- 
nized as a sport in the school curri- 
culum is not new. It was pioneered 
in the 1940s by R B Calder, head- 
master of Mundella Grammar 
School in Nottingham, and by a 
Scottish schoolmaster, W James 
Rae. Mr Rae was particularly keen 
that his pupils should take up this: 
"grand recreation” because, as he 
wrote in The Skater . magazine in 
February 1952: "Skating teaches 
poise, and not merely physical 
poise, but also social poise. For the 
adolescent, this is a lesson of prime 
importance. At the rink, boys and 
girls are brought together on equal 
terms, and mastery of skating con- 
vinces the adolescent that he or she 
is not awkward after all." 

The value of skating as an offi- 
cially-recognized sport in the curri- 
culum has been acknowledged by a 
number of l.e,a.s. In addition to 
those already mentioned, Nottin

To encourage the beginner, nine 
elementary tests of skill have been 
devised by the sport’s governing 
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tion of Great Britain (NSA) of 117 
Charterhouse Street, London EC1M 
6AT. 

The NSA also offers a more diffi- 
cult series from preliminary to gold 
star in figure skating and ice danc- 
ing. For those who seek internation- 
al honours, there are also coaching 
schemes with government support. 
The Sports Council - a government- 
funded “quango" - provides aid 
through the NSA. Skaters are 
selected on the advice of NSA 
judges at inter-rink competitions 
and British championships; their 
progress is monitored, and if not 
satisfactory they may be dropped 
from the scheme. If accepted, ska- 
ters are reimbursed up to 70 per 
cent of their training expenses. 

The NSA ice dance coaching 
scheme has 12 couples at present, 
and the figure skating scheme aids 
14 individual skaters and four pairs. 
In addition to this government 
scheme, the private enterprise 
Sports Aid Foundation (director, 
Alan Weeks) assists certain skaters. 
Figure skaters and ice dancers 
choose their own trainers.

The roaring game 

Simon Berry reports on curling in Scottish 

schools 

Curling has a reputation to live I much as three metres to a delivery: 


down, Skiing is now always associ- 
ated with the glamour of foreign 
travel and the excitement of skill 
and speed, although its origins were 
fairly pedestrian. In the same way, 
curling - known colloquially as "the 
roaring game" - is coming up to 
date, concentrating on refining the 
skill techniques of the sport. Those 
earjy exponents, with their unusual 
variety of headgear and the ever- 
proffered hip flask, the bonhomie of 
an outdoor occasion (which could 
only take place in severe winters 
when the smaller lochs froze suffi- 
ciently) are being replaced by a new 
generation trained on the much 
more predictable surfaces of indoor 
ice-rinks. 

Bill Muirhead, Assistant Scottish 
Coach, summed it up this way: 
“When I started playing, the hig 
indoor rinks hadn’t yet Been built, 
so some years 1 only got to curl 
once or twice between November 
and March. Now you’ve got nearly 
20 rinks in Scotland, and in the 
schools (here's more choice allowed 
over what sports can be played. The 
days of Thou shall play rughy' are 
fourtunately over. And if you’re 
good you can see the world. Last 
year the Uniroyal Junior World 
Championships were in Sweden; this 
April they’re in Canada. ” 

Watching the Scottish National 
Schools competition at Perth Ice 
Rink last month, I was aware of this 
new earnestness in the game. A 
curling rink is 42 metres long and 
4.25 1 metres wide, with a six-foot 
(1.83m) diameter circle at each end. 
There is no jack, as in bowls; the 
intent is to get as many stones inside 
the circle as possible, and your 
opponents do their level best lo 
knock yours out. Each team (also 
known confusingly as a “rink") has 
four players (lead, second, third and 
skip) and each plays two stones, so 
there can be 16 stones on tho icc at 
the end of the game — in practice 
many overshoot the target or are 
shunted out of play. 

Tactics are decided by the skip, 
who spends most of his time at tne 
target end directing his players aim. 
* ^ 8ht “ b l aB ” can be given by 
tadsting the handle of the stone oh 
release, but the more difficult skill is 
in judging the force of the delivery.

There has been a steady growth 
in Hie interest shown by pupils to- 
wards curling. In the last two years 
PE and other teachers have wen 
able lo take a weekend course in 
coaching for which a certificate is J 
awarded by the Royal Caledonian 
Curling Club, the sport’s officiating 
body in Scotland. 

In the central area of Scotland 
there is n strong traditional link with 
the game. All four secondaiy 
schools in Perth have curling on the 
sqjorts curriculum. Mis Betty 
I^oudon, PE teacher at St Col- 
uniba’s High School, has arranged a 
weekly two-hour session for about a 
dozen fifth-formers who are in- 
terested; others can play squash or 
do indoor howling - sports also ca- 
tered for at Perth ice rink, only 10 
minutes walk from the school. 

Mrs Loudon said: “I started in- 
cluding curling about four years ago, 
with the idea that it might be the 
sort of recreational opportunity that 
would appeal to school-leavers. In 
this area you are often teaching the 
children of keen curlers, so the 
motivation is there from the start. 
This is just as well, since a lot of 
practice is needed before you start 
to play consistently. Television 
coverage has also helped to bring 
some along, hut they soon realize it 
isn't an easy option."

A t 10. legend has it. you are coming 
£ for tne prime of life. Not that 
Zi would know it when you get 
Sere: with the years and the hair- 
ine suddenly picking up speed. like 
Red Rum coming into the straight. 
Much the same is true I am told, 
for 40 and. no doubt, 50. 

There is no disguising the re- 
morseless march of mortality I’m 
afraid, but you can fool yourself 
that you are almost us young as you 
would like to feel by engaging in 
such childish entertainments as play- 
ing in the snow. Throw in a notice- 
able chunk of expenditure with a 
spot of international travel to give it 
anice, grown-up flavour, and before 
you know it you’ve gone skiing. 

If you arc doing it for the first 
time, so much the better, because 
you can spend the next few seasons 
improving instead of deteriorating. 

My first time came a year ago at 
the age of 31, and with the added 
incentive of a disadvantaged youth 
spent in tropical Africa, where snow 
was something the privileged world 
had instead of rain for Christmas. 
Knowing little of the sport and less 
of resort reputations (St Moritz whis- 
pered in my ear would have con- 
jured up misplaced visions of St 
Tropez), I selected Courchevel in 
France almost at random, and se- 
cured a berth in a John Morgan 
chalet for a fortnight. 

To a convivial optimist travelling 
alone, the chalet party packnge 
appeared to offer distinct advan- 
tages. Other options were self-cater- 
ing accommodation - available to 
groups rather than individuals - and 
hotels, which seemed likely to be a 
lonely sort of life. The chalet party, 
on the other hand, held promise of 
convivial companionship, and so it 
proved.

dent Vicky McGill, resort repre- 
sentative. She was able to point one 
in the right direction for hire of 
equipment, ski-school, and taverns, 
and also to advise die novice sens- 


ibly to buy ski-lift tickets until com- 
petent to use the lifts extensively 
enough to justify an expensive 
general pass. 

After booking, came the first sig- 
nificant problem for the beginner: 
equipment. I don't mean skis and 
boots, which are obviously best 
hired in the resort at this stage of 
your career. I mean the really im- 
portant equipment: apparel. 

I hnd heard enough to know that 
chic is a matter of great consequ- 
ence on (he slopes. If you look 
sufficiently gorgeous and new, peo- 
ple treat you with respect, pushing 
in behind you in the lilt queues ana 
fidgeting if you catch their eye. If 
you don’t look right, they push in 
ahead of you, speak French, and 
make you fidget by catching your 
eye. 

The big question for me was: 
which of all the mugnificent, rain- 
bow outfits decorating the ski shops 
would best suit a man of my figure 
and complexion in an unfamiliar 
snow situation? [ consulted the ora- 
cle. my bank manager, and was 
forced to conclude that financial dis- 
cretion must be the better part of 
vanity, and to have faith in my 
natural grace and style. 

However, on the advice of a 
friend, I did treat myself to an 
essential pair of cheap salopenes and 
an expensive pair of gloves, and 
thought it only sporting - since the 
boots would be hired - to acquire a 
pair of socks. Throwing all this into 
a case, along with my trusty old 
anorak, 1 sallied forth to Galwick. 

The aircraft deposited me and ab- 
out hnlf a dozen fellow-inmates at 
Geneva where we were rounded up 
by Miss McGill and whisked awny in 
n vast coach which eventually - just 
in time for tea on that sunny Satur- 


day afternoon - left us at a snow- i 
bound Chalet Astragale. 1

while immediately, and suitably to : 

the right, was the personal chalet of 
former President Giscard d'E&taing. i 

Saturday: that was the first 

blow. . . no ski-school on Sunday. I 
Those of us hiring equipment col- | 
lected it that afternoon, but it was a 
depressing thought for me, the only 
complete beginner in the chalet, 
that 1 might nave to spend the first 
precious day of my fortnight either 
sight-seeing, or scrabbling in (he 
snow as best I might, trying to teach 
myself. 

L was more lucky. In the chalet 
was a second-timer who spent the 
morning getting me more or less 
upright and moving on my skis, and 
who said he was glad of the con- 
straint while he felt his own way 
back into the nrt. However, this 
does lend more weight to the argu- 
ment for a couple of dry-slope les- 
sons before you go. 

Those first couple of days were 
pretty exhausting. Apart from any- 
thing else I made the mistake of 
assuming (lint ultitude and snow 
combine to produce cold. 1 rapidly 
learned otherwise, and was forced 
to shed soggy layers of T-shirts, 
shirts, tracksuits and jerseys. One 
shirt and the anorak proved suffi- 
cient on a sunny day. 

However, the basic techniques are 
soon learned, even if not mastered, 
and your level of exertion drops 
dramatically. In fact. It is very easy 
to kid yourself that you are making 
pretty nifty progress. You may even 
choose to forego lessons, or, if you 
are like me, keep missing them 


through over-attachment to the 
breakfast table. 

This would be n pity. For while it 
is certainly possible to make some 
progress under your own steam, and 
thoroughly enjoy yourself, without 
an expert to catch your bad habits 
and teach you the subtler techni- 
ques, you learn very little style. And 
style, you soon discover, is what 
I takes the woTk out of going down- 


loaded bar or wire, and both are 
like spirited horses which have a 
wayward manner with the uncertain 
rider. In addition, the T-bar, which 
resembles a pickaxe with a thin rub- 
ber coal, is liable to beat you about 
the brain if you fail to grasp it as its 
goes by. 

Chair- lifts nre fine once you’re 
on, but have a selection of Indigni- 
ties ready to inflict on the unwary in 
mounting and dismounting. Resolu- 
tion ana defiance are required to 
cope with chair-lifts; with ding-lifts, 
dexterity and deceit. 

Even if, after all l have said, you 
still set out in fear and trembling for 
the slopes, at least you can look 


| hill, leaving a good skier feeling 
fresh as a daisy at the bottom of a 
long slope while you feel ready for 
an early lunch. 

Lessons also keep you more 
closely in touch with your actual 
capabilities, reducing the chance of 
your tackling an over-ambitious 
piste, shattering your confidence 
and set t i ng yourse If right b nc k . 
Furthermore, lessons put you in 
touch with ski instructors, which enn 
have jolly side effects for some. 

All this seems to have little to do 
with your condition or age. I saw 
beginners of all shapes 3nd genera- 
tions sliding happily about the 
slopes nt their own pace, stopping 
off for hot chocolate or gluhwein at 
the mountain hostclrics as often as 
it suited them. You need to be in 
reasonable general health, but peak 
sporting fitness is not essential. 

Of course, the fitter yon are the 
more you can do, and as certain 
muscles - notably in the legs - tend 
lo take strain more quickly than 
others, it's not a bad idea to tone 
them up a little before you go. 

Of the various hazards you will 
encounter, perhaps the most unex- 

f iectcd are the drag lifts and chalr- 
ifls. Drag-lifts, which pull you up 
on your skis, come in two varieties: 
button (for one person) and T-bar 
(for one or two). Both are attached 
to a moving cable by a spring- 


still set out in fear and trembling for 
the slopes, at least you can look 
forward unreservedly to the fabled 
aprts-ski. And believe me, you'll 
carry on looking forward to it for 
much of your dog-tired first week. 

A word about choosing your re- 
sort. Courchevel is a vast place built 
on several levels (1,300, 1,550, 1,650 
and 1,850 metres), which means, if 
you’re staying in 1,850, you can 
start skiing as soon as you step out 
of your chalet, instead of facing 
long, commuter-type rides up to the 
pistes. It is also part of the Trois 
Valle es complex, incorporating the 
neighbouring resorts of Meribel and 
Val Thorens. 


An old hand in Chalet Astragale 
told me that in going there as a 
beginner, who couldn’t possibly 
hope to get to grips will) nil the area 
hnd to offer, T was liable to spoil 
myself and (urn my nose up at more > 
humble resorts in future. j 

I am sure there is something in 
that argument, but with hindsight I . 
wonder whether a smaller, less con- 
veniently-designed resort would 
have had quite so much “ski- 
appeal"; whether it would have pro- 
vided such a dreamlike, fairytale 
holiday, making the bug bite as hard 
as it has done. 

However that mny be, by the 
time you rend this i shall be tumb- 
ling about the extensive slopes of 1 
far-rrom-humble St Anton in Au- 
stria. Bon .rtf.

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When I heard recently that tourists 
were not only free to travel ngain to 
Poland but had been so for some 
time, my first reaction was that their 
welcome would be not so much cor- 
dial as overwhelming. Of course, 
someone sitting down to plan his 
first skiing holiday is. I suppose, 


unlikely to choose 'to go to Poland. 
Nevertheless there must be a fair 
number who, tired of the better- 
known locations and the classic 
Alpine centres, would be interested 
to try somewhere where skiing and 
high-level trekking can be combined 
with the experience of one of the 
less visited yet most intensely in- 
teresting countries of Europe. 

Although there are other moun- 
tain areas where Poles ski, by far 
the finest is the Tatra and Che centre 
for these is Zakopnnc. An isolated 
village a century ago, making 
sheep's cheese ( oscypek) only for 
home consumption, it is now a 
sophisticated and fashionable centre, 
at least by Eastern European stan- 
dards. 

My arrival and initiation into the 
world of Zakopane were, however, 
far front elegant- My bus front 
Cracow arrived inid -evening - it is 
possible to make the journey by 
train but the route is extremely cir- 
cuitous and on Polish trains you arc 
always very lucky to get a seat; the 
buses take just over two hours and 
are frequent. 

The Tatry Tourist Office which 
arranges accommodation is actually 
next door to the bus station, but it 
was closed. 

I was soon approached, however, 
by an old Indy offering me, in ges- 
tures. a room for the night. In Po- 
land formalities rarely obscure the 
true situation, and no sooner had I

I felt in need of some sort of 
reassurance after my rough night so 
I dined there. I found it an unnerv- 
ing experience, a by-product of the 
currency system, to see Poles watch- 
ing very unpretentious foreigners 
like me clump round their luxury 
hotel - itself a gesture, as if asking 
for recognition, to Western Europe 
- and I sipped my exquisite sorrel 
soup with mixed feelings. 

Between the extremes, Zakopane 
offers almost all intermediate stages 
of comfort and price. But it is very 
crowded at the Christmas and East- 
er holidays - advance booking is 
strongly recommended - simply be- 
cause the winter sports in the Tatra 
are so especially tine . 


The mountains lie half in Poland, 

, half in Czechoslovakia. From the 
centre of Zakopane it is possible 
simply to walk to the summit of Mt 
Giewonl (1,985m) and enjoy an ex- 
traordinary panorama of the whole 
range in' noth countries. Eight 
hours, however, should be allowed 1 
for (he whole trip there and back. 
And (he attractions of skiing, which 
is available on all sides with details 
readily available in the hotels, 
should not deprive you of a visit to 
the high-level lakes Morskie Oko 
mid Czarny Staw which lie below', 
the highest peak in the Polish Tatru,- 
Rysy (2,499ni). It is an hour’s trip 
by bus from Zakopane, then a short 
walk. 

Alternatively, the ascent by cablc- 
car of Kasprowy Wierch from the 
small village of Kuznice (20 minutes 
by bus from Zakopane) is, despite 
the cafeteria, excellent value, 
though it’s often necessary to book 
a place in the cahle-ear a day or two 
in advance. The high-level ridge 
walks available from the summit sta- 
tion are magnificent, given clear 
weather, and it is possible to return 
to Kuinice on foot, though in win- 
ter this should be done only as one 
of a group. 

Poles also ski in the Karkonoszc 
mountains in the south-west, but 
these are unlikely to attract the 
foreigner with limited lime to spend.

Vicki Lee takes a critical look at information books 


"Now, what I want is Facts. Teach 
these boys and girls nothing but 
Facts. Facts alone are wanted in 
life. Plant nothing else, and rout out 
everything else. You can only form 
the minds of reasoning animals upon 
Facts: nothing else will ever be of 
service to them. This is the principle 
on which I bring up my own chil- 
dren, and this is the principle on 
which I bring up these children. 
Stick to Facta, sir.” 

This familiar opening to Hard 
Times, often quoted, conjures up a 
world of schooling which seems 
miles away in experience from the 
daily life of our primary children. 
When Dickens wrote it lie had his 
tongue firmly in his cheek, but the 
practitioners of such instruction 
were in deadly earnest about their 
approach as tney exhorted children 
lo remember many unrelated gob- 
bets of information which they, as 
adults, regarded as useful. Although 
^KEewive enlightened education re- 
ports have changed many attitudes 
to schooling many of us still have 
that lurking feeling that school is a 
place where we are taught facts. 
Perhaps quiz books, television quizzes 
and adult concern with repeatable 
tacts and attainment scores as a mca- 
?“F e r °f. a child’s achievement, keep 
this feeling kindled. Sometimes it can 
l v ®ry difficult for all of us involved 
m primary schools to see it as a place 
tor active learning where memoriza- 
tion of facts is only part of the story, 
uuidren need to know how to use the 
resources of today and perhaps the 
°f past methods and success is 
not always relevant. 

* Primary child makes enormous 


gains In his emotional and intellec- 
tual development during his first 
stage of schooling, and as the Bul- 
lock Report has stressed, language 
is one of his main resources in re- 
ceiving and responding to all the 
experiences that confront him. 
Many children are familiar with 
most types of language by the time 
they arrive at school; they can con- 
verse, ask questions, tell and listen 
to stories, give and receive orders 
and they can recognize print. Even 
if they cannot read for themselves 
they can respond when read to. 

It is often at this turning point in 
a child’s life when he enters school 
that information books are suddenly 
introduced as a support for anything 
he may be encouraged to investi- 
gate. Books can be seen bv the 
younger primary child to fall into 
two categories. True books and 
Story books. Children at this stage 
are often obsessed with the idea of 
truth and reality, and will scrutinize 
storybooks for evidence of actuality. 
Children (and sometimes adu ts 
and teachers) put such faith and rust 
in books that it can be a salutaiy 
experience to look at non-fiction 

books to see how . . far . 
consumers are sold short of their 

expectations. 

The Bullock Report recom- 
mended that we look objectively at 
the quality of language across he 
curriculum and its finSmgs initiated 
a great surge of interest from pub- 
tisS as well as teachers Overall 
the quality of fiction rose during he 
middle and late sevenths and the 
high standard of presentation and 
illustration has been a source of 


inspiration to children making their 
own books. But when we look at 
the broad spectrum of non-fiction 

P ublishing few names leap out as 
cing consistently worthy. Who 
awaits the new Vanessa Luff with 
the same excitement as they await 
the new John Burningham? Vanessa 
who? . 

Part of the problem with informa- 
tion books is that for a long time 
they have been viewed as a glorified 
fact sandwich, with a thoroughly un- 
attractive school textbook image. 
The prime concern seeming to be to 
put as much information between 
the covers at the most marketable 
price. That is justifiably acceptable 
for an adult reference book. But 


sented goods in other areas of their 
lives and if information books ore 
going to be valued they must meet 
the same high standards j of : .attrac- 
tiveness in content and visually, 
which much fiction offers. ■ 

I have tried to evaluate some ot 
the non-fiction 1 have come across 
in terms of the qualities of good 
fiction and these are some of the 
conclusions 1 have drawn. Primarily 
it seems to me that much non-fiction 
suffers from the complaint of being 
written by committee for no one in 
particular. Margaret Meek in her 
book Learning to Read (Bodley 
Head) suggests that as a fault of 
much reading scheme material and I 
feel it is equally true of many non- 
fiction series. U appenrs that 
earnest committees sit round to 
discuss educational value, readabil-

ity, editorial and costing difficulties 
resulting Ul a honk full of comi'rom* 
isc with dll its. life driven out. which 
satisfies criteria but not necessarily 
the child far whom it was intended. 

The real pleasure of fiction is the 
communication of minds that occurs 
between author and reader and so 
often this is missing from non-fic- 
tion. Surely the single voice of a 
committed enthusiast will speak far 
more fully to a young enthusiast in 
any field of inquiry? This then en- 
courages the child to look at (he 
material of other experts and enthu- 
siasts and compare his -findings. So 
often information in encyclopaedic 
format books is set down in a Grad- 
grtndian way so as (o remove all 
suggestion that it needs verification 
elsewhere. Sometimes publishers do 
have the belief in a slightly eccentric 
personal view of a subject to go 
abend and publish. Yet ' we as 
teachers can be our own worst ene- 
mies in defensive nitpicking over 
minor details when wc are presented 
with such innovations. Shouldn't wc 
welcome the new approach offered 
and point out to children items in 
the text to question? 

The material being selected for 
publication also seems to he blight- 
ed by trusting to tried and safe 
arens. Books abound on subjects 
such os dinosaurs, volcanoes, com- 
fortable histories of the Tudors and 
Stuarts, Vikings and Romniis that 
bear little relation to a child's ex- 
perience. And yet educational prog- 
rammes reinforce these subjects and 
create a demand. It doesn't seem so 
far away from the Gradgrind model 
of an adult teaching what he knows 
whether it Is appropriate to the child 
or not. 

Tliis brings me to my next crite- 
rion , how much does the book mean 
to the child? Again the quantitative 
aspect seems to intrude. Value For 
money is presented in terms of the 
number of facts per page which 


the adult can convey. But how 


many editors have refreshed them- 
selves with a book such as 
Reading by Frank Smith (Cambridge 
University Press), to rcacquaint 
themselves with the problems their 
young renders face? In producing an 
information book for children just 
gaining confidence with prim, they 
often seem to forget that the con- 
ventions of story telling are absent, 
which often assist n child in extract- 
ing the meaning from his rending. 
The child lias a double task, he is 
not just learning to read, but read- 
ing to learn as well and the com- 
plexity of language and flood of 
mixea concepts or new ideas that 
may confront him arc daunting. 

I have recently seen a title 
which seems to me to display this 
confusion. In One Hungry Spider by 
Jeanette Baker (Deutsch) there is 
one basic idea or counting overlaid 
with quite sophisticated presump- ' 
tions on the part of the child about 
the life cycle and habits of a spider 
in its web. The artwork in collage 
pictures does not seem particularly 
suited to the subject matter either, 
whereas il was lovely for Elninc 
Moss's story Polar. Individually 
I some interesting ideas, but put 
together it is difficult to know the 
intended audience for this book. 
Continuing on the theme of 
meaningfulncss, many young boys 
who are not attracted to stones be- 
cause of reading problems or 
genuine lack of interest, are drawn 
to non-fiction through personal 
motivation. They are so often frus- 
trated because they only just man- 
age to make sense of the captions to 
the illustrations. 

Complexity of language and pre- 
supposition of concepts is one con- 
sideration, readability is another. 
Does the prose of the non-fiction 
book bear reading aloud? Can it be 
shared like a picture book where 
text and picture can be discussed at 
greater depth with the teacher? 
Only a couple of titles spring im-

The word seems to be getting 
around that it is a Good Thing for 
parents to be involved in teaching 
their children to read: here are 
three new sets of early readers, with 
parents, rather than teachers, clearly 
designated as the target audience. 
Perhaps one day soon the word will 
get around that early readers, 
whatever the audience, nave to be 
good of their kind: these range 
themselves neatly on a three-point 
scale of effectiveness: the accept- 
able, the forgettable, and the pits. 

Help Your Child to Read is a 
cheap paperback series by Alan 
Ahlberg and Eric Hill, with several 
excellent ideas embedded in regret- 
tably garish and flimsy little stapled 
booklets. The two best ideas come 
on the first two pages, addressed 
exclusively to parents. First, the au- 
thors desert me half-way house of 
their title ("Help your child . 
and Come out hot and strong for 
parent-power. Starting children 
reading “is not difficult, nor is it 
necessary to be a trained teacher. ‘In 
many ways home is a better place to 
start than school”. (How many in- 
fant schools would aare to include 


mediately to mind in the first categ- 
ory, namely Window into an Egg by 
Geraldine Lux Flanagan (Kestrel - 
sadly, now out of print) and City of 
Gold by Peter Dickinson (Oollaiicz). 
Both books have an identifiable per- 
sonal voice. The former conveys the 
same quality of delight n child ex- 
messcu when totally absorbed. The 
tacts are naturally incorporated into 
un easy conversational style that is 
pleasurably readable. My only critic- 
ism woulu be that on a number of 
double spreads the volume of text 
could dissuade a child, but with the 
support of the teacher the book 
would make a rewarding read. 

A later book Window into a Next 
by the same author and Scan Mor- 
ris, won The TES Information Book 
Award and I imagine the singularly 
readable style must have been a 
considerable factor in its success. 


The engaging storytelling style and 
meticulous settings plus the rich 
illustrations bv Michael Foreman 
make City of Cold a delight. Stories 
read from it inspired a former class 


of mine to embark on a fascinating 
study of comparative religion. It was 
very fortunate that I had friends 
who were willing to talk to us and 
share their varying creeds and cus- 
toms, since there were few informa- 
tion books to back up that line of 
inquiry! 

My lost consideration is presenta- 
tion and layout. Many picture books 
and anthologies are so thoughtfully 
produced that it is hard to under- 
stand why this does not happen with 
information books. In too many 
cases there is no clear contents list 
or accurately cross referenced index 
and the visual impact of each double 
page spread is often weak and unin- 
viting. Two books which I find both 
attractive, informative and which 
encourage further investigation are 
by Vanessa Luff (who I mentioned 
earlier). Her books The Cornfield 
and Animals in winter (A & C 


Black) wurk extremely well oil two 
levels. They use a picture book style 
with accurate, visualiv pleasing dou- 
blepage spreads which nave u simple 

K 'ucnt text. At the hack of the 
a picture index consisting of a 
reduced line drawing of each 
spread, with flora ami fauna num- 
bered and named, gives the older 
child a resource to look up more 
information. The improving quality 
of identification bonks itt appropri- 
ate areas and at differing levels of 
sophistical ion make this a valuable 
learning exercise. However the same 
quality of development is mu true 
across the rest of the curriculum. 

It does seem that there is poor 
communication between teachers, 
colleges and publishers so that a 
genuine lack of understanding ahout 
current primary practise may be at 
the root of inappropriate hook pro- 
vision. Child-centred learning advo- 
cated in the Plowdcn Report and 
subsequent HMI documents has 
been open to misunderstanding by 
people inside and outside the pro- 
fession. Few books take one starting 
point and thoroughly develop it in 
depth in the way children are encour- 
aged to investigate. Books such as The 
Bird Clock and Green Clock by 
Christa Spangcnberg (Blackic) and 
The Tree Calendar by Iringurd Lucht 
(A & C Black) have a sense of 
development through time, and en- 
courage a child to look for changes in 
his environment. But such books arc 
rare. With such a book u child can 
compare or verify his own experience 
with his book experience and make his 
own record accordingly. 

There have been disastrous 
attempts to jump on the "topic'' 
bandwagon to produce a volume 
with a page set aside for craft, story, 
factual, mythical and artistic ap- 
proaches in a theme. Perhaps il is a 
good tiling that Felicia Law’s 
Dandelion series which utlized this 
format is now safely out of print! 
We need books which begin from a 


that in their brochure for parents?) 
Then, in every book, there is a 
different page of practical sugges- 
tions for parents: and they are all 
first-class. For example, Double 
Ducks goes into home-made books; 
and Silty Sheep deals with writing 
and reading (get a blackboard, be a 
secretary lor your child). After all 
this, the texts themselves are a let- 
down: knockabout humour from lit- 
tle furry animals wearing clothes; 
rhymes, stories (well, just) and 
games; but plenty of detail in the 
pictures that makes for good con- 
versation. Definitely A for effort. 

Next the set of Head-Start 
Pre- Readers from Burke Books, a 
disappointment after their excellent 
It's Fun to Read series. There is a 
homily for parents on the back cov- 
er, urging them to ask appropriate 
questions, and to enrich their child's 
vocabulary; a good plan, but with 
these texts, it will be an uphill strug- 
gle. All the stories (using the won!

boring, and the illustrations not 
much better. Must try harder.

Natural history is now 
more than ever the staple of chil- 
dren's book publishing. Thirty-five 
examples published over only a few 
months recently arrived on our door- 
step. 

with such a large batch, current."

ral history show up dearly. Books 
are appearing now which publishers 
would nave dismissed as "non-sexy" 
even a few years ago. Nearly a third 
of the hooks reviewed here, for inst- 
ance, are about invertebrates (or seq 
Usborne, creepy crawlies).

The four Ginn Watching Books 
are adapted from the Dutch but the 
content is well suited to a British 
readership. The illustrations arc ex- 
quisite and the short text is sensitive 
both to the needs of a young child! 
and to the subject (though in Dot- 1 , 
pbin 1 wish they had noted that; 
dolphinarium animals generally die 
early). Cat, about wicked Bella, the 
Siamese who sought a ginger tom, is 
a departure from the usual run of 
cat books, and f value it for its 
sense of fun, unusual in this rather 
earnest genre. (Other titles are Kes- 
trel and Butterfly - set of four 
paperbacks £3.30.) 

I have coine to expect lively and. 
inventive books from Sebastian Wal- 
ker’s small group and The Fox and ; 
The Spider published in conjunct ion 
with Methuen (hardback each 
£3.95) will continue to be read by 
children long after other fact books 
have been put aside. The quality of 
Margaret Lane's prose alone makes 
them out of the ordinary. Illustrated 
with pictures of compelling im- 
mediacy tun! drama, the text de- 
scribes its subjects with equally close 
intensity and Margaret Lane shows 
skill worthy of Beatrix Potter 
(whose biographer she is) and a 
decidedly noil-standard appmneh. 
“The farmer has always been the 
fox's enemy". Why not? Yet in any 
other book it would have been the 
other way about. Ms Lane uses sci- 
entific numes with gossipy familiar- 
ity. “A relative of Aranea’s called 
Agdana" she notes “weaves a fun- 
nel-shaped web that looks like a 
delicate but grubby handkerchief”. I 
am less happy about spiders being 
“wonderful mothers" but astounded 
by the implications of her observa 
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(ion oil the post-sexual behaviour of 
the female spider who may kill and 
suck the juices from her male. "This 
sounds unkind hut spiders' lives - 
like ours - depend on foot!, and 
lonce he has dune his joh he is no 
imorc use to her." Remarkable 
books. 

Gunila Ingves is the author of six 
charming books (The Snail; Grass- 
i hopper; Dandelion; Ladybird; 
Mushroom; Fly), originally from 
Sweden and now published by A & 
C Black as First Nature Books (good 
value hardbacks at £1.95 each). 
Thoughtful, well-designed with styl- 
ish and affectionate illustrations and 
a quietly humorous use of suspense 
dots. A baby snail hatches, struggles 
' up through the earth and . . . (turn 




page) glides off into the garden'’. A 
delicious picture, as also is the im- 
age of grasshoppers jumping to shel- 
ter from the rain under a 
mushroom. The text seems hardly to 
have suffered in translation though I 
wonder why the fly lands on a “red 
flower” when it is obviously a poppy 
and I wish the mushroom/toadstodl 
section had been rewritten to be 
clearer and safer. But these are 
minor criticisms of enjoyable and 
worthwhile books. 

Usborne First Nature brings us I 
generalized titles: Fishes, Wild! 

Animals and Creepy Crawiles 
(paperback £1.00 hardback £2.50). 
These are busy, competent, intro- 
ductory books. While the tight 
structure provides a clear rational 
pathway: classification; life func- 
tions: specialized habitat etc, the ex- 
amples used to illustrate the theory 
are racy, adventurous and colourful. 
Creepy Crawlies is slightly jumbled 
but still manuges quite creditably 
with the enormous amount of 
ground it has to cover in iLs 24 

"'(Jsborne's The Young Naturalist 
(£1.85 paperback) for older children, 
usefully gives the flavour of the va- 
rious disciplines in which naturalists 
become involved from individual 
observation to electronics. Follow-up 
activities range from traditional to 
plaster-cast tracks to sophisticated 
sound recording and photography. 
There is also an interesting list of 
careers which young naturalists might 
consider. 

Poultry and Pigs published by 
Wnyland (hardback £5.50) are the 
bravest books of this selection. 
Modern farming is not for the 
squeamish: no wonder the fnrm 
books and model farm sets which 
our children play with all depict the 
farms of the past, and those rose- 
tinted. The pfcasanl images of the 
past obscure today's realiiies. One 
farmer who lives near me advertises 
his battery-farmed eggs with a pic- 
ture of a dear little brown hen sit- 
ting by a wicker basket of eggs: 
another has acres of land on which

he grows fodder for pigs who never 
go outside their pig houses. There 
need to be hooks which are honest 
i about modern farming. Ralph Whit- 
lock takes us sensibly and unemo- 
tionally through the lives of ihesc 
two kinds of food-animal (though 
‘without a mention of the Common 
Agricultural Policy). He adopts ;i 
middle line on the care of the anim- 
als: the fiirms illustrated show both 
pigs and hens out in the open for at 
least part of the time, as indeed 
they still are on some farms. 

The American company Addison- 
Wesley brings us their (anglicized) 
version of four Danish originals: So- 
cial Insects (£3.95) Ants; Bees; 
Wasps (hardback each £3.5U). It 
sounds like a hotch-potch hut ihese 
hooks are solid value. There is no- 
thing tricksy or innovative in design 
or textual style but they arc pleasing 
enough. Pia Korsliolm's careful? 
thorough text is accompanied by 
colour (yes colour mu color) photo- 
graphs of exceptionally high stan- 
dard. These books will reach tlicir 
mark with the secondary school 
child who already has an interest in 
natural history. 

More American issue with Lerner 
Natural Science Hunks, this time 
versions of Japanese originals, and 
here there are no concessions to 
English readers; "When a cult 
(elephant) is born, the whole herd 
gets in on the act". “Two bladders 
(nn the carnivorous hlmklcrworl) 
have gotten hold of the same insect 
larva’ . Hut does this matter when 
the hooks as a whole arc so good? 
The pholouraphs are ol exceptional 
quality and the text, regardless of its 
idiom, interesting mid intelligible 
once you huve gotten into it. It is 
something of a publishing triumph 
to have kept such a high stantlmd 
over ns many as ten hooks. I wish, 
however, that Lcrncr hud paid more, 
heed to the original titles: Monkeys 
was originally “Japanese Monkeys" 
(it is in fact, based on that re- 


nowned study of Japanese maca- 
ques) and Penguins was “The Land 
of the Penguins" and as such, deals 
only with the Antartic species, 
(Other titles are Carnivorous Plants; 
Elephants; Grasshoppers; How Seeds 
Travel; Inside an Egg; Lions; Spid- 
ers; Sunflowers - hardback each 
£4.5(1). 

Once again, unmistakably Amer- 
ica n-prod need. The Sea World Book 
of Penguins by Frank S Todd (Har- 
court Brace Jovanovich, hardback 
£5.25) seems otherwise nothing out 
of the ordinary. But it makes all the 
difference th.il it was written by 
someone who has himself studied 
penguins of all kinds (in this book, 
all J7 species are described). Hie 
author is a field nnturalist, a scien- 
tist and a lover of penguins. The 
information given here has a special 
quality. I believe, because it is 
based on personal experience and 
insight. There will be some who do 
not agree with his concluding com- 
ments, particularly about zoo collec- 
tions, but one cannot fail to warm 
to a man who writes so vividly ab- 
out the birds lie hus made his study 
in conditions which most of us, com- 
mitted as we may be to natural 
history, would flinch from. 

I have been reviewing books on- 
and-off lor this paper for nine years 
and 1 have hurled licavy criticisms at 
ineffectual publishers (especially at 
some id the bland international edi- 
tions), slipshod writing, poor illus- 
tuition and careless captioning- I 
can hardly believe that l have just 
studied such a large number of 
books from no less than nine pub- 
lisheis- and that every scries snows 
Hint thought, care mid attention 
have gone into its production « 
every stage. Varied as they are jn 
style, approach and content, 
offer children from the age of atxiul 
three up into late adolescent* a 
choice of wuvs to learn “all aboui 
an minis’' (and plants).

The Tinder-box Assembly Book is 
an extraordinary publication. So far 
as its contents are concerned, it is 
excellent. It provides a wealth of 
poems, stories and starting points 
for assemblies, together with relnted 
classroom activities, and suggestions 
for art work, muthemntics and lan- 
guage lessons. There are lists of 
related information books, filmstrips 
(together with the addresses of their 
suppliers) and links arc also made 
with 12 sons books available from 
the same publisher. 

There are 35 topics, each of 
which could form a single assembly 
(they are most suitable for the five 
to seven age range) or could be 
developed over the course of a week 
or even longer. They are presented 
in five sections: "Self” (appearance 
and characteristics of a human, 
emotions, etc), “Others”, “Sur- 
roundings", "Times of Difficulty” 
(separation, disappointment, death) 
ana “Celebrations” which range 
from birthdays to Trinidad carnival. . 

But what of the presentation'/ 
This is a spiral-bound book, of A4 
landscape format. Thnt is to say, 
when it is open, it is 60 centimetres 
across, heavy and floppy. Quite 
frankly, it is so cumbersome it is 
almost impossible to use. Add to 
this the tads that a number of 
perns and excerpts are reproduced 
in childish handwriting and are de- 
corated with scribbled cartoons and 
one is forced to wonder whether the 
book's designer had the slightest 


clue as to whether it was a teacher’s 
or a pupil's book. 

Robert Fisher, author of Together 
with infants, is more pragmatic. His 
new book follows the format of 
Together Today , his admirably sensi- 
ble assembly book for use over the 
whole primary age range. Like its 
predecessor, Together with Infants 
offers over 100 topics. Under each 
topic there is a paragraph outlining 
the theme, which could just be used 
straight from the page in times of 
emergency; suggested stories, poems 
anil songs anna closely packed pa- 
ragraph of activities to be pursued 


before or after assembly. The book 
also provides 50 very short stories 
and 70 simple prayers to which 
there are cross-references under the 
various themes. 

The Tinder-box Assembly Book 
requires commitment, planning and 
strength. Dedicated use will result in 
excellent assemblies. Thoughtful use 
of Together with Infants might have 
the same result but this sturdy hard- 
back might also literally prove a 
God-send on those bad mornings 
when you have left unprepared 
those thing which you ought to have 
prepared and when the phone rings 
at ten to nine.

The latest re-lclling has been de- 


vised by the Bclitha Press and is 
being published in various countries 
around the world. This particular 
hardback edition from Franklin 
Watts is certainly very handsome. It 
has strong, durable covers; clean, 
attractive layouts and full colour 
illustrations on every pnuc. Those 
by Chris Molun for Joseph and His 
Brothers and Jesus Begins His Work 
arc especially happy. However, at 
£3.99 for 32 pages (nnd a text of 
only about 600 words), they might 
also tempt one to have another look 
around the market place. 

Yet this series should not be dis- 
missed even if, like so many of its 
competitors, it appears to be playing 
safe with its choice of titles, (we are 
promised Jonah, Miracles by the Sea 
and The Prodigal Son shortly.) The 
two Old Testament stories are told 
with a quiet humour and attractive 
confidence: they are fun. A chilling 
caution seems to have fallen on the 
New Testament titles though, 
perhaps from a desire to please a 
world-wide audience of South 
American catholics, European 
evangelicals and agnostic education- 
ists all at the same time. Mrs Storr 
has written of herself that she is 
preoccupied “with the possibilities 
of explaining events in more than 
one way". In The Birth of Jesus 
there is very little attempt to explain 
events in any way. Why did Joseph 
and Mary have to go to Bethlehem? 
Why did Herod massacre the inno- 
cents? What is frankincense? Why 
nre Jerusalem, Bethlehem and 
Egypt on the map but not 
Nazareth? 

By all means introduce words like 
frank incense and indeed (in other 
volumes) words like prophet, baptist 
and synagogue. In the hands of a 
teacher or parent, such texts can be 
explained and discussed (and work 
well over the whole primary school 
age range). Surely though books 
over which so much care has been 
taken could, also have been planned 
to be self-explanatory?

After years of ignorance, denial amt 
neglect the pundits have finally dis- 
covered that the organization and 
management of British primary 
schools is worthy of detailed analy- 
sis. Consequently primary school 
teachers are being increasingly bom- 
barded with books which purport to 
show the “ upward- mobiles , and 
some rather bewildered "sitting 
tenants", the true paths to indi- 
vidual, school and professional 
salvation. 

These two publications ctcarly 
illustrate the situation. They are 
part of the excellent Hcinemann 
Organization in Schools Scries but 
arc virtually the only titles, from a 
total of 23, which deal with primary 
schools. The question is, however, 
whether they will be found to be 
useful by practitioners, telling us 


accepted and widely utilized com- 
mon sense. The mnjor problem for 
primary teachers interested in man- 
agement, who have sought advice in 
the many volumes of wisdom 
offered to our colleagues in the 
secondary and tertiary sectors, has 
been that so many of the publica- 
tions are saying very much the same 
thing, with only the idiosyncratic 
style of the author to differentiate 
one from another. There has never 
been a definitive book which has 
pulled together all the threads and 
which has taken account of the par- 
ticular nature of the British primary 


school - until perhaps the recent 
book by Derek Water*. Manage- 
ment and Headship in the Primary 
School, published by Ward Lock in 
1979. 

But now we have The Primary 
Head by Patrick Whitaker. It is a 
first-class book, and complements 
perfectly the earlier book by Wa- 
ters. In design it is vastly superior, 
making excellent use of clear page 
headings, with concise chapter titles 
and sub-headings which pinpoint the 
topic under consideration. Patrick 
Whitaker writes with clarity and 
conciseness. Early in the book he 
cstahljshes four superbly simple 
groupings of factors which influence 

I tile decision making process - pre- 
scriptions, expectations, situations 
anti predilections - and then uses 
these throughout to clarify issues 
and expound his sound, if rather 
orthodox, views. He uses a good 
balance of high theory, anecdote 
and hard experience to justify and 
explain the essence of the role of 
the head teacher in primary educa- 
tion. 

For established, newly appointed 
and aspiring heads he provides both 
the bones and flesh of the job and 
goes a long way towards defining its 
| spirit. The author looks first at the 
accepted role of the head, touching 
quite rightly on the Auld Report of 
1968. He then examines the nature 
of the organizational stock-taking 
which must accompany (he taking 
over of a headship, before examin- 
ing styles of headship and modes of 
decision making. This is followed by 
examinations, brief but concise, of 
the tasks associated with curriculum 
planning, delegation of responsibil- 
ity, and appointment and develop- 
ment of staff. He ends with the 
vexed question of evaluation and i 

accoutability. Without doubt every j

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head should read the book. 

Like the Whitaker book, Responsi- 
bility and Promotion in the Primary 
School is well designed and compre- 
hensive. The author examines career 
possibilities within primary educa- 
tion and advises aspirants about ap- 
plication and interviews. More im- 
portantly, however, Derek Waters 
gives much space to an examination 
of the qualities of leadership, in the 
widest sense of the word, which 
holders of responsibility in schools 
must possess, or develop, and which 
they must exercise effectively if they 
are to achieve job satisfaction in 
addition to extra cash. He dearly 


shows that successful leadership is 
not easy, and details the many per- 
sonal, institutional and system-wide 
pitfalls into whicli the unsophisti- 
cated might full. 

Of particular importance is the 
short chapter dealing with self- 
assessment mid appraisal interviews 
(and which paraphrases the whole 
book), the use of which would 
greatly increase many teachers' 
awareness of those aspects of their 
work, skills ami attitudes which 
might be developed. The roles of 
the deputy head and head arc brief- 
ly examined, and the book would 
provide n very suitable introduction 


to the more specific text by Patrick 
Whitaker. 

Taken together, the books form a 
superb addition to the literature on : 
primary school organization and 
management. My only reservation is 
one of regret that the authors ate 
both now on the upper fringe of our 
profession, rather than active 
school-based participants. To re- 
verse the old adage - they would 
perhaps be “ better in than out", so 
that wc can not only read about 
pood management, but also see skill 
m action.

Interdisciplinary projects demand n 
high degree of organizational skill 
backed up with lots of detailed pre- 
paration. Teachers who never ixii- 
toned on to this gave the whole 
business a hud name on the sixties 
and early seventies - we have all 
seen those amiably chaotic class- 
rooms in which nil the children urc 
copying from junior encyclopaedias. 
Derek Waters, ns you might expect, 
is at some pains to point the light 
way, und his advice is both detailed 
and entirely practical. 

The amount of detail, indeed - 
and he even remembers to remind 
you to take a sick bucket when you 
take children on an outing - is a bit 
mind-numbing. Many times in this 
book I felt myself saying somcling 
like ‘Stone me, nobody has to be 
told that do they". This is a common 
error, perpetrated daily by those of 
us who think they know, for hard 
experience demonstrates that 
however elementary the mistake, 
somebody somewhere is going to 
make it - and teaching students for 
instance, have to be told things that 
later on may become second nature. 

To those of us who cut our 
teaching teeth in the sixties, much 
of the content of this book reads 
nice the teaching practice notebooks 
vre kept at the time. "Teachers will

Bui this is not the whole story, 
fte important part of the book is 
HD dcr Eyken’s personal report on 
die slate of play, and in spite of its 
cffinal status, the content of the 
report is very personal indeed. 

Hie first chapter is harmless 
Bough, with thumbnail sketches of 
pre-school children in Bel- 
fuini, Denmark and Portugal. But 

: questions that these sketches 
generate are exciting and difficult 
ones: how can we pay for pre-school 
pridon, without ruining the eco- 
wny that the children will in due 
aursc inherit; how can we develop 
(hldren, without institutionalizing 
ftem; how can we work “with ana 


through" the family? The rest of van 
dcr Eyken's report addresses these, 
und other questions, and although 
he has no answers to the first and 
most intractable of them, his discus-' 
sion of the others is always provoca- 
tive and. in places, downright radic- 
al Especially interesting are his 
views on the relationship we should 
be working towards between child, 
family, and slate: these are distinctly 
political - and controversial - and a 
long way from the sentimental notion 
of the mother-child dyad with which 
lie used to be associated. 

Of course, when someone is 
arguing so warmly, in such a com- 
plex field, it would be madness to 
expect lo agree with everything said; 
und I do find van der Eyken’s iuvish 
admiration of the Pre-School Play- 
group Association a little over- 
wrought. It's certainly not necessari- 
ly a good thing in itself that the 
movement "provides the largest 
source of pre-school experience for 
children in the UK". Furthermore I 
don't see how this claim fits with (he 
UK representative's statement that 
56 per cent of all four-year-olds in 
Ithe country are receiving nursery 
education. But van der Eyken is not 
playing the numbers game: his argu- 
ments are about more living issues; 
and in his concluding chapter he 
italicizes his own challenging sum- 
mary of the report: " pre-schooling is 
a facet of adult education.” I only- 
hope the European Ministers of 
Education were listening, and wrote 
it ulE down on their slates.

Literacy Before Schooling. Uy EmiliR

I would very much like to have seen 
the reviews of this book when it 
appeared in Spanish in 1979. be- 
cause, at one level, it is a devastat- 
ing attack on the leaching of reading 
in the Spanish-speaking schools of 
Buenos Aires. And it is always an 
entertaining sight, if not an edifying 
one, to see teachers closing ranks to 
anathematize interfering psycholog- 
ists. But this is more than a local 
demarcation dispute. 

The authors set out to investigate 
what non-reading children of four, 
five and six already know about 
reading and writing. They worked 
with a Piagetian interview method, 
and from a Piagetian concept of 
children as active learners: "know- 
ing subjects, actively seeking under- 
standing". They take an unusual and 
stimulating view of what constitutes 

E re-reading skills, and establish, 
eyond any doubt, that non-reading 
four and five-year-olds can, and do, 
acquire many of these skills; that 
these skills are often in direct con- 
flict with what and how their 
teachers tench them; and that after 
a year's schooling, although many 
children have learned to rend, many 
others have acquired a new and 
undesirable skill, which they term 
deciplining without meaning - “they 
act ns if any nonsense could come 
out of a text" - and which can only 
be explained ns a product of 
schooling. 

The skills they investigated in- 
cluded children's awareness of ihc 
distinction between words, letters, 
numbers and pictures; their aware-, 
ness of the type of content of cer- 
tain texts (for example, whether 
newspaper stories can begin "once 
upon a time”); and their awareness 
of what constitutes the act of read- 
ing for an adult. The detailed results 
01 their study make fascinating read- 
ing; but it is not a comfortable 
book. Although the authors' first 
target must have been the teachers 
in the Spanisli speaking schools of 
their sample, they have some dis- 
comfiting messages for teachers 
nearer home. They arc convinced, 
for example, that r, lhe instructional 
method has a restraining effect on 
children's creative possibilities and 
establishes a total dependency on 
the teacher". They are particularly 
severe on the teachers who believe, 
and net on the belief, that “if chil- 
dren do not learn, it is their own 
fault and responsibility". In short, 
they argue that schools contribute to 
illiteracy and even worse, that 
"school is not directed towards chil- 
dren as we know them". 

Their final chapter is a masterly 
exercise in pulling it ail together.. 
The authors make three major re- 
commendations (which could well 
stand as an introduction to any 
school's guidances on literacy) read- 
ing is not deciphering; writing is not 
copying; progress in literacy is not 
caused by advances in deciphering 
and copying. I hope that one day 
the autnors will come and investi- 
gate some children learning to read 
using some of the materials avail- 
able in our own best schools, parti- 
cularly Break through to Literacy-, 
but in the meantime there is little 
for us to be complacent about in 
this account of How Not To Do It.

Colin 
West’s pictures, though, arc much 
nearer a popular tradition with his 
jokey scribbles. 

Jill Bennett, she, who brought 
you. “Roger the Razor Fish", 
"Days are Where We Live” and 


"Tiny Tim", now brings you a col- 
lection of poems nbout food. “These 
are the poems you can read between 
meals without spoiling your appe- 
tite," says the Readers Digestive on 
the back cover. Like the three col- 
lections Ms Bennett has done be- 
fore. this is n juicy collection to 
have. It’s packed with anons, oldc 
poemes and brand new ones. Be- 
cause it’s a one-theme book, (he 
forms are multi- various: jingles, 
free- verse, tongue-twisters, ballads 
etc etc. The book has been given 
The Egon Rouav Good Olde Guide 
Awaro by all children who’vc con- 
sumed it. 

Two things I find disconcerting 
about it. One section is culled Hot 
Pot. and yes, we know it’s 1983, but

John Agard’s book is written in'

Practical Primary Drama. By Geoff 
Duvtes.

This little book is exactly what it 
purports to be - in the author's own 
words, “a really down lu earth hook 
which gives sound practical advice”. 
It denis with the nuts and bolts of 
drama in the primnry school, and its 
aim is to make clear und accessible 
the basic strategies of drama 
leaching for those with little or no 
confidence or experience. 

In Geoff Davies’ view drama is h 
valuable and flexible educational 
tool which can be employed to 
promote learning in many areas of 
the primary school curriculum. He 
places great emphasis both on giving 
the children responsibility for the 
work and on the teacher’s responsi- 
bility to structure the work so that 
the children have to think things 
through and recognize the consequ- 
ences of their decisions. In muny 
cases this structuring is achieved by 
the teacher working in role within 
the drama. 

Practical Primary Drama has 
several important qualities to recom- 
mend it. it is short (63 pages). It is 
cheap (£1.95). It is written in simple 
“lay' language so that folk quite 
ignorant of drama in education can 
comprehend what this often mis- 
understood activity is about. The 
book is obviously written by some- 
one practised in answering teachers’ 
questions, in making drama accessi- 
ble to non-speciansts. Indeed it 
reads like a compilation of Geoff 
Davies’ conversations over the years 
with Cleveland teachers. The style is 
chatty, colloquial, relaxed. Like a 
conversation the book works 
through anecdotes, tends a little to 
repetitiveness, and to a fluid de- 
velopment of thinking - what fol- 
lows growing out of what has im- 
mediately gone before, rather than 
out of an overall plan. This may be 
no bad thing. 

I have no hesitation in recom- 
mending Practical Primary Drama 
to teachers who want to "get 
started" in drama. With some ex- 
perience under their belt, they will 
grow beyond it, but this is. or 
should be, the fate of nil drama 
teaching manuals.

Longman have linked three sets 
of readers to the BBC schools 
broadcasts series The Thin King. 
The series are Bangers and Mash 
'and Whizz Bang books (extension 
to junior level of the Breakthrough 
to Literacy series), Puffin's Happy 
Families, and the Thin King Story 
Books produced for the series. The 
books are exuberant - full of laugh- 
ter and beautifully illustrated with 
great humour in the comic style that 
junior school children love. Each 
Thin King book features sounds ex- 
plored in the radio series, but the 
language never loses the flow and 
panache of natural speech rhythms. 


The teaching is reinforced by spirit 
master. Thu series is excellent . 
Would that more publishers could 
guage the real interests of primary 
school children so accurately. 

Methuen have produced some ex- 
cellent materials for early reading. 
The new series of Readalongs, Ex- 
citements are large format books 
with big print and verse texts, de- 
signed for reading aloud with a 
group when the teacher might point 
under the text to familiarize children 
with the concepts of print and direc- 
tionality. Unfortunately, the layout 
on some pages is confusing and chil- 
dren reading the text for themselves 
could be unsure about where to 
start. 

Hodder and Stoughton have pro- 
duced four more First Bible Stories 
for pre-school and infants. The text, 
two or three lines per page, is sim- 
ple and ideul for reading aloud und 
to introduce children to the magic of 
the unfamiliar names and archaic 
phraseology of the Bible in a readily 
comprehensible form.

Hardly a week goes by without 
some pundit from trie world of com- 
merce deprecating the competence 
and willingness of schools to prepare 


their pupils adequately for the shop 
floor or dole queue. Since the lack 
of preparation claimed usually re- 
lates to specifics, such as an Inability 
to grasp the twelveness of twelve as 
opposed to the metric system, it is 
doubtful whether those same pun-' 
dits will greet Wayland r s enter pris- 
ing new series with quite the wel-' 
come it deserves. . 

“All the latest Green Papers and 
reports on education stress the im- 
portance of commerce and the way 
in which the nation earns its liveli- 
hood being a part of the education 
of children in our schools". So the 
publishers conceived a series which 
would provide "background in-' 
formation on the way businesses are 
run and .the part they play in the 
functioning of the British economy". 

Surprisingly, all six titles, which at 
first glance appear to be look-alikes, 
make an effective contrast with one 
another, despite the publisher's over- 
enthusiastic efforts to create a uni- 
form series. An Index, glossary, 
book list, facts page and time chart 
are all welcome but it does seem 
unnecessarily repetitive to repeat 
some of the chapter headings as 
well, such as “Opening Up ,p and 
“The End of the Day". A gimmicky. 


fish-eye photograph of each building, 
on the front cover further contn-- 
butes to the feeling of dfijft vu. 

Each book is square in format 
with 64 pages of text, illustrated 
throughout with black-and-white 
photographs and a few historical en- 
gravings. Each author has something 
different to say and the lasting im- 
pression is of a well-researched 
series and an attractive blend of 
lively comment, historical back- 
ground and practical information. 
This really is a mandatory purchase 
for the careers shelf in the library. It 
is here that a pupil can find out 
what it is that makes Marks & 
Spencer tick - what the manager 
does, how the staff are looked after 
and how Marks & Spencer crisps 
come into being. 

Inevitably, but regrettably, the 
authors have taken a very uncritical' 
look at the organizations they have 
studied. Not every shopper, for inst- 
ance, will agree that “the Co-opera- 
tive Movement has moved with the 
times" or that the “old image of the 
car salesman is at last disappear- 
ing". It may be true to say that by 
using the photocopy machines in a 
library "pages from one book may 
be copied many times in response to 
requests, a great saving in money" 
but its legality is in doubt. One of 
the few comments which could be 
taken either way forms the caption 
to an otherwise incongruous pnoto- 

a h of pay day for workers in an 
m textile factory. It reads 
“These women earn less than Brit- 
ish textile workers. Although fo- 
reign textiles can be cheaper, Marks 
and Spencer continue to 'buy Brit- 
ish' . Are they being praised for 
their patriotism, or criticized for de- 
priving the Third World of a poten- 
tial market? 

A slightly disturbing feature is the 
number of misprints. A branch of 
Marks & Spencer is shown on page 
43 as being in “Chemsford, Essex. 
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and a "manger" on page 16.

High Street senes. In fact this, and 
its companion volume Waterside 
Furniture, are two entertaining, if 
rather discursive, environmental his- 
tory books with a rather more li- 
mited appeal. 

In Behind the High Street the 
reader is shown the history that lies' 
behind a number of modem shops 
in Bath. This Is a peg for a more 
general survey of the history of 
different types of business. We see 
that the Midland Bank now occupies 
a building which was once the Old 
Post Office and, by a happy coinci-| 
denes, a remainder book shop has! 
taken over premises which were 
once the old gas showrooms! But 
too often the text provides bland 
information of the "Pubs nowadays 
sell a lot of other things besides 
beer, of course" variety. 

Waterside Furniture, with its 
analytical descriptions of everything 
from bollards to. slot machines, is of 
more general appeal although mar- 
red by too many static photographs 
reproduced at too smalt a scale. 
Nevertheless, this is a useful survey 
of a fascinating topic which could 
make an Unusual subject for an out- 
of-senson field excursion. .

Thpse books are intended to provide 
background information on the sub- 
jects indicated by their respective 
titles. In this, they ore undoubtedly 
successful and would make very use- 
ful and stimulating additional read- 
ing for pupil musicians of any age. 

Of the four titles, The Orchestral 
has the most difficult brieF, if only 
because of the problem of defini- 
tion. Thus there is passing mention 
of various kinds of ensemble other 
than the classical symphony orches-i 
tra - brass and mflitary bands, for. 
example, and chamber groups. 

Each of the "instrument” books is 
interesting and dearly presented . 1 
The technical level is about right for 
a reader who has some musical 
knowledge and there is the right 
amount of attention to historical de- 
velopment and to the processes of 
making the instruments. 

It is, I suppose, inevitable that 
the books are explicitly slanted to- 
wards classical music. I regret, 
though, that they thereby continue 
that neglect of other traditions - 
particularly jazz - which is still such 
a woeful feature of much music 
education. There Is, indeed, a sense 
in which to make just a passing 
reference to "Folk Music and Jazz” 
is actually a negative act, because it 
seems to relegate these forms to 
some sort of minor or inconsequen- 
tial status. Thus The Clarinet says 
“There have been many famous jazz 
clarinetists including Acker Bilk, 
Benny Goodman, Monty Sunshine 
and Terry Lightfoot. The clarinet is 
also played in dance bands and pop 
music groups". 

Well - yes, but there is a bit more 
to it than that, quite apart from the 
endless arguments you could have 
about the choice of examples. Like- 
wise, The Plano juxtaposes a full- 
page photograph of a serious look- 
ing Horowitz at a grand piano with 
a jolly drawing of “Fats Waller, a 
famous jazz pianist". Famous, yes, 
but a jazz pianist? I could go on - 
how would Buddy Rich, feel, I won- 
der if he saw a photograph of liisi 
band with no other caption other 
than “Modern dance band"? 

All this aside, though, the books 
are most certainly useful on their 
own terms, and deserve a place in 
the library of. Hny school which lias 
any sort of musical nctivity or com- 
mitment.

The whole series is sound in 
terms of the very basic ideas and 
skills it is attempting to teach (as 
opposed to the lony aims stressed in 
the sales blurb), and this volume 
does indeed provide a proper intro- 
duction to the more demanding 
material.

Boric 718 A day by A L Griffiths 
is somewhat betteT m terms of its 
content.

Such a format is to be found in 
the pretentiously entitled Maths 
Challenge Practice Books by 
Anthony Brown and Jan Stanfield.

day, and could cause difficulties in 
the development of classwork in 
schools. Supplementary home-based 
activities, specifically connected with 
the work fn classrooms, Is what is 
required,- and the major schemes 
already provide such activities. 

' Nuffield Maths 5 by John Har- 
greaves, is the latest volume in the 
excellent series published by Long- 
man. Book 5 is intended for chil- 
dren of approximately 9 or 10 years 
of age. Like its predecessors it is 
superbly printed and bound and has 
a first class teachers' handbook, 
written in an easy-to-read style and 
containing sound teaching points. I 
am less happy about the pupils' 
book. It contains too much written 
material which, in my view, should 
be part of the teachers' handbook. 


The explicitly stated core of the 
scheme is the handbook, and to 
transpose too much teaching of the 
children's books causes overcrowd- 
ing of pages, probable confusion for 
the less literate child, and a possibil- 
ity that the pupils' book willoe used 
without .reference to the excellent 
advice presented to teachers in their 
own guidance notes. One point I do 
like is the use of different authors 
for the various stages.' It avoids the 
staleness which seems to develop in 
the later stages of some schemes as 
the sole author becomes increasingly 
jaded. 

Calculator Maths by Ken Tyler 
and Hugh Burkhardt is a workbook 
of "calculator-based activities to 
reinforce and develop number 
work". It is an agglomeration of 
activities which have found their 


way into the Shell Centre for Mathe- 
matical Education during this recent 
project on calculator use in primary 
schools. My advice would be to not 
bother. The teachers' notes and the 
various justifications for the use of 
calculators in primary schools can 
be found elsewhere, not least in 
original, and excellent, A Calculator 
Experiment In Primary Schools ; and 
virtually any school scheme will 
have pages of activities and exam- 
ples equally capable of being used 
to practice calculator usage. Other- 
wise you can make .your own to suit 
the needs of the particular children 
in your care. You will probably find 
that you can produce more valuable 
material at a' fraction of the cost.

Now more than ever, perhaps, ii 
has become imperii live for nil peo- 
ple working with children to break 
down profess ion al hnniers and offer 
mutual support id one another, in 
terms of both expertise and mate- 
rials. [n die ease of librarians and 
teachers, there is no justification fnt 
professional jealousy in (he area of 
children's reading, there arc chal- 
lenges enough for all of us to share 
ana in any case, wc can complement 
one anot tier in what wc have to 
offer. Many educational reports on 
language and rending stress the ini- 

r iortunce of rending for pleasure, 
ndccci. Bullock stated that ninny 
adults who failed to become success- 
ful readers also failed to understand, 
as they struggled with their reading 
scheme, that reading was something 
that other people did for pleasure. 
A librarians expertise does not lie 
in educational strategies, hut in 
knowing the extremely wide range 
of male rials which are available for 
children today. Many teachers find 
it extremely difficult to keep up with 
the avalanche of new hooks pub- 
lished each year and it is impossible 
to recommend and promote books 
with the necessary enthusiasm unless 
you have read and enjoyed them 
yourself.
